Here, too, are re¬ 
sumes of the lives of famous Bible 
people (all, of course, in the words of 
the Bible itself), indications of unique 
words and phrases, and helpful explana¬ 
tions of obscure references, together with 
such comment as may serve to illumi¬ 
nate the text. Conflicting views are con¬ 
trasted and complete cross-references are 
supplied. 

Another feature is the inclusion of 
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citations from the Apocryphas of both 
the Old and Ne/v Testament . (The 
usual concordances neglect Apocryphal 
literature.) The former is especially val¬ 
uable for the many maxims and proverbs 
in the Wisdom of Solomon and Eccle- 
siasticas\ the latter for Clement, Bar¬ 
nabas, and The Apostles' Creed. 

Burton Stevenson is America’s great¬ 
est compiler, with an unbroken record 
of comprehensive and accurate reference 
books. He has spent ten years on this 
book. His reputation is your guarantee 
of a book that is compiled with precise 
attention to every detail and carefully 
checked for accuracy. 

As with all Mr. Stevenson’s volumes, 
the arrangement is by subject, the cross- 
referencing is meticulously done and 
the word-concordance index is a major 
asset. In the topical section the exact 
source of every quotation is given. There 
are no Ibids ., which however valuable 
as space-savers, are a great annoyance to 
the reader. The index refers not only to 
page, but to a numbered group of 
quotations on that page, saving you 
time in finding the particular verse you 
want.

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INTRODUCTION 


For a long time this compiler has felt that a comprehensive collection of Bible quotations, 
arranged by subject and thoroughly indexed, would be a valuable and enduring book, as 
well as a badly-needed one, since to his knowledge no such collection is in existence. More 
than ten years ago, with this idea in mind, he gave the Bible a careful reading, checked the 
passages he wished to quote, and had them typed on cards. Then another task claimed his 
attention and kept him occupied until two years ago, when he was able to turn back to the 
work on the Bible and carry it through to completion. The present volume is the result. 

The reader will find that it is much more than a mere collection of quotable sentences, 
for it includes resumes of the famous Bible stories, the outstanding facts in the lives of 
the principal Bible characters (all, of course, in the words of the Bible itself), indications 
of unique words and phrases, and also brief explanations of obscure references, together 
with such comment as might serve to illuminate the text. Citations have been included from 
the Apocryphas of both the Old and New Testament, the former being especially valuable 
for the many maxims and proverbs in the Wisdom oj Solomon and Ecclesiasticus, as well 
as for The History of Susanna y where Daniel is the sleuth in the world’s first detective 
story; the latter for Clement , Barnabas, and The Apostles* Creed . 

In every case the exact location of the quotation is given. There are no ibids., which, 
however valuable as space-savers, are certainly a great annoyance to the reader. The text 
followed is inevitably that of the King James Version, because, however inaccurate it may 
be as a translation of the Hebrew and Greek, it is here that these sayings have been en¬ 
shrined in the form familiar to many generations. Since English spelling is used throughout 
this version, it has also been followed in such notes as are appended to the quotations. 
There are a few references to the variations of the Revised Version —such as the different 
renderings of *yairv in I. Corinthians, xiii—but no effort has been made to go into this ex¬ 
haustively. References to other works have been limited to a few important books such as 
every Public Library and a majority of Bible students probably possess, among them 
James Hastings, Dictionary of the Bible (New York, Scribner, 1947); Robert H. Pfeiffer, 
Introduction to the Old Testament (New York, Harper, 1941); and J. R. Dummelow, ed., 
A Commentary on the Holy Bible (New York, Macmillan, 1911). 

The advantages of the arrangement by subject, rather than chronologically or by author, 
have always seemed so overwhelming to the present compiler that he has never even 
considered using any other. The principal one, of course, is that it makes it possible to 
bring together the expressions of different writers on the same theme, to contrast their 
ideas, and to show how those ideas have developed through the centuries. In this book, for 
example, it enables one to contrast the attitudes of the Old and New Testament writers 
toward such subjects as adultery, divorce, and hating one's enemies, and to bring together 
the strangely moving stories of the four Apostles concerning the resurrection. Let it be added 
that it is the careful working out of these juxtapositions, calling for ingenuity, associative 
memory—perhaps even intelligence!—which turns a task of this sort, that otherwise would 
be drab indeed, into one peculiarly fascinating. That it also adds greatly to the interest and 
enjoyment of the reader has been abundantly proved during the forty years since the first 
of these books appeared. It makes them readable, even amusing; in fact, in the opinion of 
their editor, it is principally this which has given them their vigor and longevity. 

A good index is an absolute necessity for a book of this sort, and especial care has been 

taken to make the index of this book unusually complete, almost a concordance in fact. And

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it should be noted that the index gives not only the page upon which the desired quotation 
may be found, but its exact position on the page, so that it may be turned to instantly 
without further search. Some suggestions as to the use of the index will be found on the page 
immediately preceding it, and users of the book will find it worth while to read them care¬ 
fully.

And Aaron said unto them, Break 
off the golden earrings, which are in the ears of 
your wives, of your sons, and of your daughters, 
and bring them unto me. 

And all the people brake off the golden ear¬ 
rings which were in their ears, and brought them 
unto Aaron. And he received them at their hand, 
and fashioned it with a graving tool, after he had 
made it a molten calf: and they said, These be 
thy gods, O Israel, which brought thee up out of 
the land of Egypt. And when Aaron saw it, he 
built an altar before it. 

Old Testament: Exodus, xxxii, 1-5. See also 
under Moses. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, saying, Speak 
unto the children of Israel, and take of every one 
of them a rod according to the house of their 
fathers, . . . write thou every man’s name upon 
his rod. And thou shalt write Aaron’s name upon 
the rod of Levi. . . . And thou shalt lay them up 
in the tabernacle. . . . And it shall come to pass, 
that the man’s rod, whom I shall choose, shall 
blossom. . . . 

And Moses laid up the rods before the Lord in 
the tabernacle of witness. And it came to pass, 
that on the morrow Moses went into the taber¬ 
nacle of witness; and, behold, the rod of Aaron 
for the house of Levi was budded, and brought 
forth buds, and bloomed blossoms, and yielded 
almonds. 

Old Testament: Numbers, xvii, 1-8. The blos¬ 
soming of Aaron’s rod was accepted as mirac¬ 
ulous proof of the exclusive right of the tribe 
of Levi to the duties and privileges of the 
priesthood, and in time “Levite” became 


synonymous with priest. The rod was or¬ 
dered to be preserved in perpetuity before 
the tabernacle or ark. See Hastings, Dic¬ 
tionary of the Bible, p. 2. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses and Aaron in 
mount Hor, . . . saying, Aaron shall be gathered 
unto his people: for he shall not enter into the 
land which I have given unto the children of 
Israel, because ye rebelled against my word at 
the water of Meribah. 

Take Aaron and Eleazar his son, and bring 
them up unto mount Hor: and strip Aaron of his 
garments, and put them upon Eleazar his son: 

. . . and Aaron died there in the top of the 
mount. 

Old Testament: Numbers, xx, 23-28. Tradition 
has it that Mount Hor is Jebel Hamn, “the 
mountain of Aaron,” above Petra. A tomb 
under a small dome on its summit is still 
shown and reverenced as the tomb of Aaron.

And I will bless her, and 
give thee a son also of her. . . . Then Abraham 
fell upon his face, and laughed, and said in his 
heart, . . . Shall a child be born unto him that is 
an hundred years old? and shall Sarah, that is 
ninety years old, bear? . . . And God said, Sarah 
thy wife shall bear thee a son indeed; and thou 
shalt call his name Isaac.

The ref¬ 
erence is to Genesis, xviii, 27, “Behold now, I 
have taken upon me to speak unto the Lord, 
which am but dust and ashes.”

Out of the ground the Lord God formed every 
beast of the field, and every fowl of the 
air; and brought them unto Adam. . . . And 
Adam gave names to all cattle. 

Old Testament: Genesis , ii, 19-20. The deriva¬ 
tion of “Adam” is uncertain. The word is 
used here not as the name of an individual, 
but as a synonym for “man” or “the man,” 
just as “Eve” is a synonym for “life-giving” 
or “woman.” See Hastings, Dictionary of 
the Bible , p. 11. For the creation of Adam 
see under Man. 

Adam was first formed, then Eve. And Adam was 
not deceived, but the woman being deceived was 
in the transgression. 

New Testament: /. Timothy , ii, 13-14. 

O God of our fathers, . . . Thou madest Adam, 
and gavest him Eve his wife for an helper and 
stay: of them came mankind: thou hast said, It is 
not good that man should be alone; let us make 
unto him an aid like unto himself. 

O. T. Apocrypha: Tobit, viii, 5-6. 

And Adam lived an hundred and thirty years, 
and begat a son in his own likeness, after his 
image; and called his name Seth. . . . And all 
the days that Adam lived were nine hundred and 
thirty years: and he died. 

Old Testament: Genesis, v, 3-5. According to 
Hastincs (p. 11), this is the first place in 
which “Adam” is used unmistakably as the 
name of an individual. 

2 

The grain of evil seed hath been sown in the 
heart of Adam from the beginning, and how 
much ungodliness hath it brought up unto 
this time? and how much shall it yet bring 
forth until the time of threshing come? 

0. T. Apocrypha: II. Esdras, iv, 30. 

This is my first and last saying, that it had been 
better not to have given the earth unto Adam: or 
else, when it was given him, to have restrained 
him from sinning. For what profit is it for men 
now in this present time to live in heaviness, and 
after death to look for punishment? O thou 
Adam, what hast thou done? for though it was 
thou that sinned, thou art not fallen alone, but we 
all that come of thee. 

0. J. Apocrypha: II. Esdras , vii, 46-48. 

3 

Knowing this, that our old man is crucified 
with him, that the body of sin might be de¬ 
stroyed. 

New Testament: Romans, vi, 6. Hence “the old 
Adam” or “the offending Adam” (Shake¬ 
speare, Henry V, i, 1, 29), for “original sin,” 
unregenerate man. 

So it is written, The first man Adam was made 
a living soul; the last Adam was made a quick¬ 
ening spirit. . . . The first man is of the earth 
earthy: the second man is the Lord from heaven. 
As is the earthy, such are they also that are

Put off . . . the old man, which is corrupt ac¬ 
cording to the deceitful lusts.

Its origin 
is unknown, but it can be traced in its 
simplest form to the second century. (5ce 
Lumpy, History of the Creeds; Swete, 
Apostles' Creed.) It was probably the result 
of the need felt by early Christian believers 
of reciting their common faith in concert. 
St. Ambrose asserts that “the twelve apostles, 
as skillful artificers, assembled together, and 
made a kev bv their common advice, that is 
the Creed." Another fable is that each Apostle 
suggested one of the twelve articles, and they 
are named in this order: Peter, John, James, 
Andrew. Philip, Thomas, Bartholomew, 
Matthew, James son of Alphseus, Simeon 
Zelotes, Jude, Matthias. The most striking 
addition to the early form is the phrase, “He 
descended into hell,” which was not in the 
ancient creeds, or rules of faith. It is inter¬ 
esting to note that the apocryphal Gospel of 
Sicodemus devotes six chapters, xv-xx, to 
the visit of Jesus to hell, and relates in great 
detail his adventures there. The Apostles* 
Creed follows Nicodemus in the N. T. Apoc¬ 
rypha, but in a shorter and less finished form 
than that given above.

Come now there¬ 
fore, I pray thee, curse me this people; for 
they are too mighty for me: . . . for I wot 
that he whom thou blessest is blessed, and he 
whom thou cursest is cursed. 

Balaam was 
a soothsayer of Pethor on the Euphrates. The 
Israelites had come out of Egypt and were 
lying encamped in the Jordan valley.

And 
God’s anger was kindled because he went: and 
the angel of the Lord stood in the way for an ad¬ 
versary against him. . . . And when the ass saw 
the angel of the Lord, she fell down under Balaam:

And the Lord opened the mouth of the ass, 
and she said unto Balaam, What have I done unto 
thee, that thou hast smitten me? . . . And Ba¬ 
laam said unto the ass, Because thou hast mocked 
me: I would that there were a sword in mine 
hand, for now would I kill thee. And the ass said 
unto Balaam, Am I not thine ass, upon which 
thou hast ridden ever since I was thine unto this 
day ? was I ever wont to do so unto thee ? And 
he said, Nay. 

Then the Lord opened the eyes of Balaam, and 
he saw the angel of the Lord standing in the way, 
and his sword drawn in his hand: and he bowed 
down his head, and fell flat on his face. 

Old Testament: Numbers, xxii, 21-31. The in¬ 
volved story of Balaam occupies chapters 
xxii-xxiv. It is regarded by many commen¬ 
tators as a later interpolation. See Hastings, 
Dictionary of the Bible, p. 80. 

And when Balaam saw that it pleased the Lord to 
bless Israel, ... he said, . . . How goodly are 
thy tents O Jacob, and thy tabernacles, O Israel! 

. . . Blessed is he that blesseth thee, and cursed 
is he that curseth thee. 

And Balak’s anger was kindled against Balaam, 
. . . and Balak said unto Balaam, I called thee 
to curse mine enemies, and, behold, thou hast al¬ 
together blessed them. . . . Therefore now flee 
thou to thy place. 

Old Testament: Numbers, xxiv, 1-11. The story

of Balaam is referred to briefly in Deuter¬ 
onomy, xxiii, 3-5, and in Joshua, xxiv, 9-10. 

Baalam also the son of Beor they [the chil¬ 
dren of Israel] slew with the sword.

Just 
balances, just weights, a just ephah, and a just 
hin shall ye have.

This is the writing that was 
written, MENE, MENE, TEKEL, UPHARSIN. 
This is the interpretation of the thing: MENE; 
God hath numbered thy kingdom, and finished it. 
TEKEL; Thou art weighed in the balances, and 
art found wanting. PERES; Thy kingdom is 
divided, and given to the Medes and Per¬ 
sians. . . . 

In that night was Belshazzar the king of the 
Chaldeans slain. And Darius the Median took the 
kingdom, being about threescore and two years 
old. 

Old Testament: Daniel, v, 5-31. Cyrus had 
made his son Cambyscs king of Babylon, but 
Cambyses was killed, and Darius succeeded 
him, finally conquering Babylon in 519 b.c. 
“Mene, Mene, Tekel, Upharsin” are Aramaic 
names of weights, “A mina, a mina, a shekel, 
and half-mina,” really a riddle which Daniel 
succeeded in solving. It was probably an 
actual inscription discovered somewhere and 
worked into this dramatic narrative by the 
author of Daniel . See Hastings, Dictionary 
of the Bible, p. 604.

And now art thou cursed from the 
earth; . . . a fugitive and a vagabond shalt thou 
be in the earth. And Cain said unto the Lord, 
My punishment is greater than I can bear. . . . 
it shall come to pass that every one that findeth 
me shall slay me. 

And the Lord said unto him, Therefore who¬ 
soever slayeth Cain, vengeance shall be taken on 
him sevenfold. And the Lord set a mark upon 
Cain, lest any finding him should kill him. And 
Cain went out from the presence of the Lord, 
and dwelt in the land of Nod, on the east of 
Eden. And Cain knew his wife; and she con¬ 
ceived, and bare Enoch: and he builded a city, 
and called the name of the city after the name 
of his son, Enoch. 

Old Testament: Genesis, iv, 3-17. The story of 
Cain and Abel is evidently of a much later 
date than that of Adam and Eve, since it 
indicates a more advanced state of human 
progress, with a distinction between pastoral 
and agricultural life, and people enough on 
earth to populate a city. This is the only 
mention of “the land of Nod,” perhaps Tar¬ 
tary or China. See Hastings, Dictionary of 
the Bible, p. 108.

See Hastings, Dic¬ 
tionary of the Bible, p. 109. See also under 
Aaron. 

And Moses turned, and went down from the 
mount, . . . And it came to pass, as soon as he 
came nigh unto the camp, that he saw the calf 
and the dancing: and Moses’ anger waxed hot. 

. . . And he took the calf which they had made, 
and burnt it in the fire, and ground it to pow¬ 
der, and strewed it upon the water, and made 
the children of Israel drink of it. 

Old Testament: Exodus, xxxii, 15-20. Moses 
himself, while rebuking Israel for their sins, 
retells the story in Deuteronomy, ix, 12-21. 
They made a calf in Horeb, and worshipped the 
molten image. Thus they changed their glory 
into the similitude of an ox that eateth grass. 

Old Testament: Psalms, evi, 19-20. 

And they made a calf in those days, and offered 
sacrifice unto the idol, and rejoiced in the works 
of their own hands. 

Sew Testament: Acts, vii, 41. 

3 

The king [Jeroboam] made two calves of gold, 
and said unto them, . . . Behold thy gods, O 
Israel, which brought thee up out of the land 
of Egypt. And he set the one in Beth-el, and 
the other put he in Dan. And this thing be¬ 
came a sin: for the people went to worship 
before the one, even unto Dan.

CANA 

4 

The third day there was a marriage in Cana 
of Galilee; and the mother of Jesus was there: 
And both Jesus was called, and his disciples, to 
the marriage. 

New Testament: John, ii, 1-2. 

And when they wanted wine, the mother of 
Jesus saith unto him, They have no wine. Jesus 
saith unto her, Woman, what have I to do with 
thee? mine hour is not yet come. His mother 
saith unto the servants, Whatsoever he saith unto 
you, do it. 

And there were set there six waterpots of 
stone, . . . containing two or three firkins apiece. 
Jesus saith unto them, Fill the waterpots with 
water. And they filled them up to the brim. And 
he saith unto them, Draw out now, and bear 
unto the governor of the feast. And they bare 
it. When the ruler of the feast had tasted the 
water that was made wine, . . . [he] called the 
bridegroom, And saith unto him, . . . Thou hast 
kept the good wine until now. 

This beginning of miracles did Jesus in Cana 
of Galilee, and manifested forth his glory; and 
his disciples believed on him. 

New Testament: John, ii, 3-11. A firkin was 
about nine gallons. The healing of the noble¬ 
man’s son, also at Cana (John, iv, 46-54), 
was, according to John, “the second miracle 
that Jesus did.” The third (John, v, 2-15), 
was at the pool of Bethesda. John is the only 
one of the disciples who mentions Cana, 
whose site is not certainly known. 

So Jesus came again into Cana of Galilee, where 
he made the water wine. 

New Testament: John, iv, 46. 

CANAAN 

5 

They went forth to go into the land of Ca¬ 
naan. , , . And into the land of Canaan they 
came. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xi, 31; xii, 5. Canaan, 
“the Promised Land,” because it had been 
repeatedly promised by the Lord to Abra¬ 
ham (as in Genesis, xvii, 8), means “low¬ 
land” according to some scholars, and was 
applied to the seacoast of what is now Pal¬ 
estine. See Hastincs, Dictionary of the Bible, 

p. 110. 

Afterward were the families of the Canaanites 
spread abroad. 

Biblical scholars 
differ as to whether the people were named 
from the land or the land from the people. 
The border of the Canaanites was from Sidon, 
as thou comest to Gerar, unto Gaza; as thou 
goest unto Sodom, and Gomorrah, . . . even 
unto Lasha.

In 
the early church it soon became a vital ques¬ 
tion whether Gentiles could be received into 
the Christian community without circum¬ 
cision. Paul maintained that circumcision was 
unnecessary, and gained the day, with the 
result that Jewish and Christian communities 
definitely split asunder. 

Circumcision verily profiteth, if thou keep the 
law: but if thou be a breaker of the law, thy cir¬ 
cumcision is made uncircumcision. Therefore if 
the uncircumcision keep the righteousness of the 
law, shall not his uncircumcision be counted for 
circumcision? ... For he is not a Jew which 
is one outwardly; neither is that circumcision, 
which is outward in the flesh: But he is a Jew, 
which is one inwardly; and circumcision is that 
of the heart, in the spirit, and not in the letter; 
whose praise is not of men, but of God.

Circumcision is nothing, and uncircumcision is 
nothing, but the keeping of the commandments 
of God.

Mount Sinai was altogether on a smoke, be¬ 
cause the Lord descended upon it in fire: and 
the smoke thereof ascended as the smoke of 
a furnace, and the whole mount quaked 
greatly. . . . And the Lord called Moses up 
to the top of the mount; and Moses went up.

God in vain: for the Lord will not hold him 
guiltless that taketh his name in vain. 

Remember the sabbath day, to keep it holy. 

Six days shalt thou labour, and do all thy 
work: But the seventh day is the sabbath of the 
Lord thy God: in it thou shalt not do any work, 
thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, thy man- 
sen-ant, nor thy maidservant, nor thy cattle, nor 
thy stranger that is within thy gates: 

For in six days the Lord made heaven and 

earth, the sea, and all that in them is, and rested 

the seventh dav: wherefore the Lord blessed the

sabbath day, and hallowed it. 

Honour thv father and thy mother: that thy 
days may be long upon the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee. 

Thou shalt not kill. 

Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

Thou shalt not steal. 

Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy 
neighbour. 

Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour’s house, 
thou shalt not covet fhy neighbour’s wife, nor 
his manservant, nor his maidservant, nor his 
ox, nor his ass, nor any thing that is thy neigh¬ 
bour’s.

For he 
that eateth and drinketh unworthily, eateth and 
drinketh damnation to himself, not discerning 
the Lord's body.

Thou, O king, sawest, and behold a great 
image. . . . This image's head was of fine gold, 
his breast and his arms of silver, his belly and 
his thighs of brass, His legs of iron, his feet part 
of iron and part of clay. 

Thou sawest till that a stone was cut out with¬ 
out hands, which smote the image upon his feet 
that were of iron and clay, and brake them to 
pieces. . . . This is the dream; and we will tell 
the interpretation thereof before the king.

Then they came near, and spake 
before the king, . . . That Daniel . . . regard¬ 
ed not thee, O king, . . . but maketh his peti¬ 
tion three times a day. ... 

Then the king commanded, and they brought 
Daniel, and cast him into the den of lions. . . . 
And a stone was brought, and laid upon the mouth 
of the den; and the king sealed it with his own 
signet. . . . Then the king went to his palace, 
and passed the night fasting: . . . and his sleep 
went from him. Then the king arose very early 
in the morning, and went in haste unto the den 
of lions. . . . 

And the king spake and said to Daniel, 0 
Daniel, servant of the living God, is thy God, 
whom thou servest continually, able to deliver 
thee from the lions? Then said Daniel unto the 
King, . . . My God hath sent his angel, and hath 
shut the lions' mouths, that they have not hurt 
me. ... So Daniel was taken up out of the den, 
and no manner of hurt was found upon him, be¬ 
cause he believed in his God.

And he sent, and brought him in. Now he 
was ruddy, and withal of a beautiful counte¬ 
nance. and goodly to look to. And the Lord 
said. Arise, anoint him, for this is he. Then 
Samuel took the horn of oil, and anointed him 
in the midst of his brethren: and the Spirit of 
the Lord came upon David from that day 
forward. 

Old Testament: /. Samuel, xv, 10-11; xvi, 1-13. 
Now the Philistines gathered together their 
armies to battle, . . . And there went out a 
champion out of the camp of the Philistines, 
named Goliath, of Gath, whose height was six 
cubits and a span [about ten feet]. . . . And the 
Philistine said, I defy the armies of Israel this 
day; give me a man that we may fight together. 
When Saul and all Israel heard those words of the 
Philistine, they were dismayed. . . .

And 
Saul said unto David, Go, and the Lord be with 
thee. . . . 

And he took his staff in his hand, and chose 
him five smooth stones out of the brook, and put 
them in a shepherd’s bag which he had; . . . and 
his sling was in his hand: and he drew near to 
the Philistine. And the Philistine came on and 
drew* near unto David; and the man that bare 
the shield went before him. 

And when the Philistine looked about, and saw 
David, he disdained him: for he was but a youth, 
and ruddy, and of a fair countenance. And the 
Philistine said unto David, Am I a dog, that thou 
comest to me with staves? . . . Come to me, and 
I will give thy flesh unto the fowls of the air, 
and to the beasts of the field. . . . 

And David put his hand in his bag, and took 
thence a stone, and slang it, and smote the Phi¬ 
listine in his forehead, that the stone sunk into 
his forehead; and he fell upon his face to the 
earth. So David prevailed over the Philistine with 
a sling and with a stone.

Behold, I send you forth as sheep in the midst 
of wolves: be ye therefore wise as serpents, and 
harmless as doves. . . . And ye shall be hated of 
all men for my name’s sake; but he that endureth 
to the end shall be saved.

And these are they which ye shall have in 
abomination among the fowls: . . . the eagle, and 
the ossifrage, and the ospray, And the vulture and 
the kite after his kind; Every raven after his 
kind; And the owl, and the night hawk, and the 
cuckow, and the hawk after his kind; And the 
little owl, and the cormorant, and the great owl, 
And the swan, and the pelican, and the gier eagle, 
And the stork, the heron after her kind, and the 
lapwing, and the bat. All fowls that creep, going 
upon all four, shall be an abomination unto you. 

Yet these may ye eat of every flying creeping 
thing that goeth upon all four, which have legs 
above their feet, to leap withal upon the earth: 

. . . the locust, . . . and the beetle, . . . and 
the grasshopper. . . . But all other flying creep¬ 
ing things, which have four feet, shall be an 
abomination unto you. 

Old Testament: Leviticus, xi, 3-23. These rules 
are repeated in Deuteronomy, xiv, 3-20. 
These are the only uses of “clovenfooted,” 
“ossifrage” (vulture), “ospray,” “kite,”

And when the woman saw that the tree was 
good for food, and that it was pleasant to the 
eyes, and a tree to be desired to make one wise, 
she took of the fruit thereof, and did eat, and 
gave also unto her husband with her; and he did 
eat. And the eyes of them both were opened, 
and they knew that they were naked; and they 
sewed fig leaves together, and made themselves 
aprons.

And they heard the voice of the Lord God walk¬ 
ing in the garden in the cool of the day: and 
Adam and his wife hid themselves from the pres¬ 
ence of the Lord God amongst the trees of the 
garden.

And he sa ; d, I heard 
thy voice in the garden, and I was afraid, be¬ 
cause I was naked; and I hid mvsclf. 

And he said, Who told thee that thou wast 
naked? Hast thou eaten of the tree, whereof I 
commanded thee that thou shouldst not eat? And 
the man said, The woman whom thou gavest to 
be with me, she gave me of the tree, and I did 
eat. . . . 

And the Lord God said, Behold, the man is 
become as one of us, to know good and evil: and 
now, lest he put forth his hand, and take also of 
the tree of life, and eat, and live for ever: There¬ 
fore the Lord God sent him forth from the garden 
of Eden, to till the ground from whence he was 
taken. 

So he drove out the man; and he placed at the 
east of the garden of Eden Cherubims, and a 
flaming sword which turned every way, to keep 
the way of the tree of life.

And Jacob sod [boiled, cooked] pottage: and 
Esau came from the field, and he was faint. And 
Esau said to Jacob, Feed me, I pray thee, with 
that same red pottage; for I am faint: therefore 
was his name called Edom Tred]. 

And Jacob said, Sell me this day thy birthright. 
And Esau said, Behold, I am at the point to die: 
and what profit shall this birthright do to me? 
And Jacob said, Swear to me this day; and he 
sware unto him: and he sold his birthright unto 
Jacob. Then Jacob gave Esau bread and pottage 
of lentilcs; and he did eat and drink, and rose 
up, and went his way: thus Esau despised his 
birthright. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxv, 29-34. See under 
Jacob for the trick by which Esau was de¬ 
prived of his father’s blessing. 

Esau, who for one morsel of meat sold his birth¬ 
right. 

New Testament: Hebrews, xii, 16. The phrase 
“a mess of pottage,” which is usually used in 
this connection, does not occur in the text 
of the Authorized Version, but was probably 
derived from the chapter heading for Genesis, 
xxv, in the Cranmer Bible (1539), “Esau 
selleth hys byrthryght for a messe of potage.” 

4 

And Esau took his wives, and his sons, and 
his daughters, and all the persons of his house, 
and his cattle, and all his beasts, and all his 
substance, which he had got in the land of 
Canaan; and went into the country from the 
face of his brother Jacob. . . .

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royal estate unto another that is better than

And the saying pleased the king, and . . . he 
sent letters into all the king's provinces, . . . that 
even* man should bear rule in his own house. 

Old Testament: Esther, i, 10-22. 

Then said the king's servants that ministered unto 
him. Let there be fair young virgins sought for 
the king. . . . And let the maiden which pleaseth 
the king be queen instead of Vashti. And the 
thing pleased the king, and he did so. 

Now in Shushan the palace there was a certain 
Jew whose name was Mordecai, . . . And he 
brought up Hadassah, that is, Esther, his uncle’s 
daughter: for she had neither father nor mother, 
and the maid was fair and beautiful. ... So it 
came to pass . . . that Esther . . . was taken 
unto King Ahasuerus, . . . and the king loved 
Esther above all women; ... so that he set the 
royal crown upon her head, and made her queen 
instead of Vashti. . . . 

Esther had not yet shewed her kindred nor her 
people; as Mordecai had charged her. 

Old Testament: Esther, ii, 2-20.

In those days, while Mordecai sat in the king’s 
gate, two of the king’s chamberlains . . . 
sought to lay hand on the king Ahasuerus. 
And the thing was known to Mordecai, who 
told it unto Esther the queen; and Esther 
certified the king thereof in Mordecai’s name. 
And when inquisition was made of the matter, 
it was found out; therefore they were both 
hanged on a tree. 

Old Testament: Esther, ii, 21-23. 

After these things did king Ahasuerus promote 
Haman the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, and 
advanced him, and set his seat above all the 
princes that were with him. And all the king’s 
sen-ants that were in the king’s gate, bowed, and 
reverenced Haman: for the king had so com¬ 
manded concerning him. But Mordecai bowed 
not, nor did him reverence. . . . 

And when Haman saw that Mordecai bowed 
not, nor did him reverence, then was Haman full 
of wrath. . . . Wherefore Haman sought to de¬ 
stroy all the Jews, . . . even the people of Mor¬ 
decai. . . . And the king said unto Haman, . . . 
Do with them as it scemeth good to thee. 

Old Testament: Esther, iii, 1-11. 

When Mordecai perceived all that was done, 
Mordecai rent his clothes, and put on sackcloth 
with ashes, . . . and [told Esther, and charged] 
that she should go in unto the king, to make 
supplication unto him, and to make request be¬ 
fore him for her people. 

Old Testament: Esther, iv, 1-8. 

Now it came to pass on the third day, that 
Esther put on her royal apparel, and stood in the 
inner court of the king’s house . . . Then said 
the king unto her, What wilt thou, qu£en Esther? 
and what is thy request? it shall be even given 
thee to the half of the kingdom. . . . 

Then answered Esther, and said, My petition 
and my request is; ... let the king and Haman 
come to the banquet that I shall prepare for them. 


. . . Then went Haman forth that day joyful and 
with a glad heart: but when Haman saw Morde¬ 
cai in the king’s gate, that he stood not up, nor 
moved for him, he was full of indignation against 
Mordecai. . . . 

Then said Zaresh, his wife, . . . Let a gallows 
be made of fifty cubits high, and to morrow speak 
thou unto the king that Mordecai may be hanged 
thereon: then go thou in merrily with the king 
unto the banquet. And the thing pleased Haman; 
and he caused the gallows to be made. 

Old Testament: Esther, v, 1-14. Esther is the 
only book of the Bible in which the word 
“gallows” is used. 

On that night could not the king sleep, and he 
commanded to bring the book of records of the 
chronicles; and they were read before the king. 
And it was found written that Mordecai had told 
of . . . two of the king’s chamberlains, . . . who 
sought to lay hands on the king Ahasuerus. And 
the king said, What honour and dignity hath been 
done to Mordecai for this? Then said the king’s 
servants that ministered unto him, there is noth¬ 
ing done for him. . . . 

Now Haman was come into the outward court 
... to speak unto the king to hang Mordecai on 
the gallows that he had prepared for him. . . . 
So Haman came in, And the king said unto him, 
What shall be done unto the man whom the king 
delightcth to honour? Now Haman thought in 
his heart, To whom would the king delight to do 
honour more than to myself? 

And Haman answered the king, For the man 
whom the king delighteth to honour, Let the 
royal apparel be brought which the king useth 
to wear, and the horse that the king rideth upon, 
and the crown royal which is set upon his 
head. . . . 

Then the king said to Haman, Make haste, and 
take the apparel and the horse, as thou hast said, 
and do even so to Mordecai the Jew, that sit- 
teth at the king’s gate. . . . And Haman hasted 
to his house mourning, and having his head 
covered. 

Old Testament: Esther, vi, 1-12. 

So the king and Haman came to banquet with 
Esther the queen. And the king said again unto 
Esther, . . . what is thy petition, queen Esther? 
and it shall be granted thee: and what is thy 
request? and it shall be performed, even to the 
half of the kingdom. 

Then Esther the queen said, . . . We are sold, 
I and my people, to be destroyed, to be slain, and 
to perish. Then the king said, . . . Who is he and 
where is he, that durst presume in his heart to 
do so? 

And Esther said, The adversary and enemy is 
this wicked Haman . . . And Harbonah, one of 
the chamberlains, said before the king, Behold 
also, the gallows fifty cubits high, which Haman 
had made for Mordecai. . . . Then the king said, 
Hang him thereon. So they hanged Haman on the 
gallows that he had prepared for Mordecai. 

Old Testament: Esther, vii, 1-10. This story 
has been told at length not only because of 
its interest and beauty, but also because it 
is the source of several phrases which have 
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ETERNITY

become proverbial: “The laws of the Medes 
and the Persians,” “Every man should bear 
rule in his own house,” “To put on sackcloth 
and ashes,” “It shall be given thee to the 
half of the kingdom,” “The man whom the 
king delighteth to honour,” and “To be 
hanged as high as Haman.” A cubit was 
about 18 inches, so Hainan’s gallows was ap¬ 
proximately 75 feet high—considerably higher 
than the equally famous one on which Patrick 
Macgregor, alias Gilderoy, was hanged at 
Edinburgh in 1638, in accordance with the 
old legal maxim, “The greater the crime, the 
higher the gallows.”

JACOB

Rebekah his [Isaac’s] wife conceived, . . . 
And when her days to be delivered were ful¬ 
filled, behold, there were twins in her womb. 
And the first came out red, all over like an 
hairy garment; and they called his name Esau. 
And after that came his brother out, and his 


hand took hold on Esau’s heel; and his name 
was called Jacob. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxv, 21-26. Esau, hir¬ 
sute, hairy; Jacob, following after, sup- 
planter. 

Jacob was a plain man, dwelling in tents. And 
Isaac loved Esau, . . . but Rebekah loved Jacob. 
And Jacob sod pottage. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxv, 27-28. For full 
quotation sec under Esau, also for the story 
up to the following: 

And she fRebekah] put the skins of goats upon 
his [Jacob's] hands, and upon the smooth of his 
neck: . . . And Isaac said unto Jacob, Come 
near, I pray thee, that I may feel thee, my son, 
whether thou be my very son Esau or not. And 
Jacob went near unto Isaac his father; and he 
felt him, and said, The voice is Jacob's voice, but 
the hands are the hands of Esau. And he dis¬ 
cerned him not, because his hands were hairy, as 
his brother Esau's hands: so he blessed him. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxvii, 16-23. The en¬ 
tire chapter is devoted to the story of Jacob's 
deceit. 

And he [Esau] said, Is not he rightly named 
Jacob? for he hath supplanted me these two 
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times: he took away my birthright; and, behold, 
now he hath taken away my blessing. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxvii, 36. Jacob, prob¬ 
ably a diminutive form of an original Ja- 
cob'el y “God follows,” or “God rewards,” was 
by the time of Jacob understood to mean, 
“one who takes by the heel, and tries to trip 
up or supplant.” See Hastings, Dictionary 
of the Bible , p. 420. 

And Esau said unto his father, Hast thou but one 
blessing, my father? bless me, even me also, O 
my father. And Esau lifted up his voice and wept. 
. . . And Esau hated Jacob because of the bless¬ 
ing wherewith his father blessed him: and Esau 
said in his heart, The days of mourning for my 
father are at hand; then will I slay my brother 
Jacob. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxvii, 38^1. 

1 

And Jacob . . . dreamed, and behold a lad¬ 
der set up on the earth, and the top of it 
reached to heaven: and behold the angels of 
God ascending and descending on it. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxviii, 12. The only 
use of “ladder.”

Laban had two daughters; the name of the 
elder was Leah, and the name of the younger 
was Rachel. Leah was tender eyed; but Rachel 
was beautiful and well favoured. And Jacob 
loved Rachel: and said, I will serve thee seven 
years for Rachel thy younger daughter. . . .

And Jacob did so, and 
fulfilled her week: and he gave him Rachel his 
daughter to wife also. . . . And he went in also 
unto Rachel, and he loved also Rachel more than 
Leah. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxix, 21-30. “Fulfil her 
week,” celebrate Leah’s bridal festivities for 
the usual seven days. 

3 

And Jacob took him rods of green poplar, and 
of the hazel and chestnut tree; and pilled white 
strakes in them, and made the white appear 
which was in the rods. And he set the rods 
which he had pilled before the flocks. . . . 
And the flocks conceived before the rods, and 
brought forth cattle ringstraked, speckled, and 
spotted. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxx, 3 7-39. This is the 


story of Jacob’s famous scheme to outwit 
Laban, who had agreed to give him all the 
speckled and spotted cattle in his herds. 
Modern biologists, of course, scoff at pre¬ 
natal influence. The only uses of “pilled” 
(peeled). “Ringstraked” occurs several times 
in this and the following chapter. “Strakes” 
(stripes) is repeated in Leviticus, xiv, 37.

Jacob was left alone; and there wrestled a 
man with him until the breaking of the day. 
And when he saw that he prevailed not against 
him, ... he [the angel] said, Let me go, for 
the day breaketh.

Peniel, or 
Penuel, “face of God.” 

And God appeared unto Jacob again, . . . and 
said unto him, Thy name shall not be called any 
more Jacob, but Israel shall be thy name: and 
he called his name Israel. And God said unto him, 
I am God Almighty: be fruitful and multiply; a 
nation and a company of nations shall be of thee, 
and kings shall come out of thy loins. . . . And 
Jacob called the name of the place where God 
spake with him, Beth-el. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxxv, 9-15. Beth-el, 
“the place.” See also under Israel. 

And Jacob called unto his sons, . . . and said 
unto them, I am to be gathered unto my people: 
bury me with my fathers in the cave that is in 
the field of Ephron the Hittite. . . . There they 
buried Abraham and Sarah his wife; there they 
buried Isaac and Rebekah his wife; and there I 
buried Leah. . . . 

And when Jacob had made an end of command¬ 
ing his sons, he gathered up his feet into the bed, 
and yielded up the ghost, and was gathered unto 
his people. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xlix, 29-33. 

Sing, O ye heavens; . . . shout, ye lower parts of 
the earth; break forth into singing, ye mountains, 
O forest, and every tree therein: for the Lord 
hath redeemed Jacob. 

Old Testament: Isaiah, xliv, 23. 

JAEL, see under Sisera 

JEALOUSY

Old Testament: /. Kings, xxii, 2-4. The last 
sentence repeated in II. Kings, iii, 7, said by 
Jehoshaphat to Jehoram, and in II. Chron¬ 
icles, xviii, 3, as being said by Jehoshaphat to 
Ahab, King of Israel, as in /. Kings, except 
that the last phrase is, “We will be with thee 
in the war.” 

Jehoshaphat was thirty and five years old when 
he began to reign; and he reigned twenty and 
five years in Jerusalem. . . . And he walked in 
all the ways of Asa his father; he turned not 
aside from it. 

Old Testament: /. Kings, xxii, 42^14; II. Chron¬ 
icles, xvii, 3-12 ; xx, 31-32. 

JEHOVAH 
See also God, Lord 

8 

And God spake unto Moses, and said unto 
him, I am the Lord. And I appeared unto 
Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, by the 
name of God Almighty, but by the name of 
JEHOVAH was I not known to them. 

Old Testament: Exodus, vi, 2-3. Jehovah, Yah- 
weh, or Jahweh, the incommunicable name 
of the God of Israel, is supposed to be de¬ 
rived from the verb “to be,” meaning “He 
who is wont to be”—in other words, “I am.” 
The word occurs only four times in the King 
James version of the Old Testament, being 
generally—and improperly—translated by 
“The Lord.” See Hastings, Dictionary of the 
Bible, p. 299. 

Thou, whose name alone is JEHOVAH, art the 
most high over all the earth. 

Old Testament: Psalms, lxxxiii, 18. 

The Lord JEHOVAH is my strength and my 
song; he also is become my salvation. 

Old Testament: Isaiah, xii, 2. 

In the Lord JEHOVAH is everlasting strength. 

Old Testament: Isaiah, xxvi, 4. 

Extol him that rideth upon the heavens by his 
name JAH, and rejoice before him. 

Old Testament: Psalms, lxviii, 4. The only use 
of “Jah,” an abbreviation of Jehovah. 

JEHU 

9 

And the Lord said unto him [Elijah], . . . 
Jehu the son of Nimshi shalt thou anoint to 

be king over Israel. 

Old Testament: I. Kings, xix, 15-16. 

So Jehu rode in a chariot, and went to Jezreel; 

. . . And there stood a watchman on the tower in 
Jezreel, and he spied the company of Jehu as he 
came, and said, . . . The driving is like the driv¬ 
ing of Jehu the son of Nimshi; for he driveth 
furiouslv. 

Old Testament: II. Kings, ix, 16-20. Hence 
Jehu as the driver of a cab or carriage. 
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JEREMIAH 

1 

The words of Jeremiah the son of Hilkiah, of 
the priests that were in Anathoth in the land 
of Benjamin. 

Old Testament: Jeremiah, i, 1. Anathoth was 
a little town perched high on a mountain 
ridge some tour miles northeast of Jerusalem. 
Little is known about Jeremiah except what 
he tells in the Book of Jeremiah , which is 
largely autobiographical. He added the word 
“jeremiad,'’ a long-drawn-out tirade or com¬ 
plaint. to the English language. It is usually 
used with a hint of ridicule. 

The word of the Lord came unto me, saying, 
Before I formed thee in the belly I knew thee; 
and before thou earnest forth out of the womb 

1 sanctified thee, and I ordained thee a prophet 
unto the nations. . . . Thou shalt go to all that I 
shall send thee, and whatsoever I command thee 
thou shalt speak. 

Old Testament: Jeremiah, i, 4-7. 

This word came unto Jeremiah from the Lord, 
saying. Take thee a roll of a book, and write 
therein all the words that I have spoken unto 
thee, . . . from the days of Josiah, even unto 
this day. 

Then Jeremiah called Baruch, the son of 
Neriah; and Baruch wrote from the mouth of 
Jeremiah all the words of the Lord, which he had 
spoken unto him, upon a roll of a book. 

Old Testament: Jeremiah, xxxvi, 1-4. Jeremiah 
fled with a band of fugitives from Jerusalem 
at the time of its destruction by Nebuchad¬ 
rezzar (c. 600 b.c.), and vanished from the 
pages of history. Jewish tradition has it that 
he was killed by his fellow exiles—driven 
beyond endurance perhaps by his jeremiads. 

JERICHO 

2 

The children of Israel set forward, and pitched 
in the plains of Moab on this side Jordan by 
Jericho. 

Old Testament: Numbers, xxii, 1. Jericho was 
situated in the Jordan valley, about five miles 
from the north end of the Dead Sea, and 
about twenty-five miles from Jerusalem. It 
was the first city conquered by the Israelites 
after their passage of the Jordan. Some heaps 
of rubble mark the spot where it stood. 

Now Jericho was straitly shut up because of the 
children of Israel. . . . And the Lord said unto 
Joshua, See, I have given unto thine hand Jer¬ 
icho, and the king thereof, and the mighty men 
of valour. And ye shall compass the city, . . . 
And seven priests shall bear before the ark seven 
trumpets of rams’ horns: and the seventh day ye 
shall compass the city seven times, and the priests 
shall blow with the trumpets, . . . and the wall 
of the city shall fall down flat ... So the people 
shouted when the priests blew with the trumpets, 
. . . that the wall fell down flat, so that the 
people went up into the city, . , . and they took 
the city. 

Old Testament: Joshua , vi, 1-20 


Cursed be the man before the Lord, that riseth 
up and buildeth this city Jericho. 

Old Testament: Joshua, vi, 26. 

Jericho, the city of palm trees. 

Old Testament: II. Chronicles, xxviii, 15. 

JEROBOAM 

3 

Jeroboam the son of Nebat, . . , Solomon’s 
servant, . . . was a mighty man of valour: 
and Solomon seeing the young man that he 
was industrious, he made him ruler over all 
the charge of the house of Joseph. 

And it came to pass [after Solomon’s 
death], when all Israel heard that Jeroboam 
was come again, that they . . . made him 
king over all Israel. 

Old Testament: /. Kings, xi, 26-28; xii, 20. 
Jeroboam I. was the first king of the ten 
tribes of Israel (c. 970 b.c.). The English 
“jeroboam,” meaning a large bowl or goblet, 
or a very large bottle of wine, derives from 
this “mighty man of valour.” 

JERUSALEM 

See also Zion 

4 

When Adonizedek king of Jerusalem had 
heard how Joshua had taken Ai, . . . he sent 
unto Hoham king of Hebron, . . . saying, 
Come up unto me, and help me. 

Old Testament: Joshua, x, 1-4. This is the first 
reference in the Bible to Jerusalem, the chief 
town of Palestine, situated fifteen miles from 
the Jordan, on an elevated plateau, 2500 feet 
above sea level. Its origin is lost in the mists 
of antiquity. 

5 

Jerusalem, the city which I have chosen me 
to put my name there. 

Old Testament: /. Kings, xi, 36. 

Jerusalem, the city which the Lord did choose 
out of all the tribes of Israel, to put his name 
there. 

Old Testament: /. Kings, xiv, 21. 

The Lord said, In Jerusalem will I put my name. 
. . . In this house and in Jerusalem, which I 
have chosen out of all the tribes of Israel, will I 
put my name for ever. 

Old Testament: II. Kings, xxi, 4-7. 

6 

I will wipe Jerusalem as a man wipeth a dish, 
wiping it, and turning it upside down. 

Old Testament: II. Kings, xxi, 13. 

I will cast off this city Jerusalem which I have 
chosen, and the house of which I said, My name 
shall be there.

I will make Jerusalem heaps, and a den of 
dragons. 

Old Testament: Jeremiah, ix, 11. 

Who shall have pity upon thee, O Jerusalem?

The wall of Jerusalem also is broken down, 
and the gates thereof are burned with fire.

The city, the place of my fathers’ sepulchres, 
lieth waste, and the gates thereof are consumed 
with fire.

That great city, the holy Jerusalem, descending 
out of heaven from God, Having the glory of 
God: and her light was like unto a stone most 
precious, even like a jasper stone, clear as crystal; 
and had a wall great and high, and had twelve 
gates, and at the gates twelve angels, and names 
written thereon, which are the names of the 
twelve tribes of the children of Israel. 

New Testament: Revelation, xxi, 10-12. The 
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twelve tribes, according to Revelation, vii, 
5-S, were those of Juda, Reuben, Gad, Aser, 
Nepthalim. Manasses, Simeon, Levi, Issa- 
char, Zabulon. Joseph, and Benjamin. See 
under Israel. 

The city lieth foursquare, . . . and the building 
of the wall of it was of jasper: and the city was 
pure gold, like unto clear glass. , . . And the 
twelve gates were twelve pearls; . . . And the 
city had no need of the sun, neither of the moon, 
to shine in it: for the glory of God did lighten it, 
and the Lamb is the light thereof. . . .

So Boaz took Ruth, and she was his wife: and 
when he went in unto her, the Lord gave her 
conception, and she bare a son. . . . And they 
called his name Obed, . . . And Obed begat 
Jesse, and Jesse begat David. 

Old Testament: Ruth, iv, 13-22. 

There shall come forth a rod out of the stem of 
Jesse, and a Branch shall grow out of his roots. 
. . . Righteousness shall be the girdle of his loins, 
and faithfulness the girdle of his reins. 

Old Testament: Isaiah, xi, 1-5. 

In that day there shall be a root of Jesse, which 
shall stand for an ensign of the people. 

Old Testament: Isaiah, xi, 10. The most famous 
window in the world, perhaps, is that of the

The book of the generation of Jesus Christ, 
the son of David, the son of Abraham. 

New Testament: Matthew f i, 1. The first chap¬ 
ter of Matthew is devoted to “the genealogy 
of Christ from Abraham to Joseph," as the 
chapter heading states, beginning, “Abraham 


begat Isaac, and Isaac begat Jacob,” and end¬ 
ing forty generations later, “and Jacob begat 
Joseph the husband of Mary, of whom was 
born Jesus, who is called Christ." This gen¬ 
ealogy is elaborated by Luke, iii, 23-38, 
where Jesus’ descent is traced, also through 
Joseph, not only to David and Abraham, but 
through Shem, Methuselah, and Seth, clear 
to Adam, “which was the son of God." It 
has been objected that both these genealogies 
are genealogies of Joseph, and so have noth¬ 
ing to do with Jesus if Joseph was not his 
father. The usual answer is that Jesus was 
legally Joseph’s son, and therefore David’s 
heir. See Hastings, Dictionary of the Bible , 
pp. 444-445. 

Jesus Christ our Lord, which was made of the 
seed of David according to the flesh: and de¬ 
clared to be the Son of God with power, accord¬ 
ing to the spirit of holiness. 

New Testament: Romans, i, 3. 

5 

Now the birth of Jesus Christ was on this 
wise: When as his mother Mary was espoused 
to Joseph, before they came together, she was 
found with child of the Holy Ghost. Then 
Joseph, her husband, being a just man, and 
not willing to make her a publick example, 
was minded to put her away privily. 

But while he thought on these things, be¬ 
hold, the angel of the Lord appeared unto him 
in a dream, saying, Joseph, thou son of David, 
fear not to take unto thee Mary thy wife, for 
that which is conceived in her is of the Holy 
Ghost. And she shall bring forth a son, and 
thou shalt call his name Jesus: for he shall 
save his people from their sins. 

Now all this was done, that it might be ful¬ 
filled which was spoken of the Lord by the 
prophet, saying, Behold, a virgin shall be with 
child, and shall bring forth a son, and they 
shall call his name Emmanuel, which being 
interpreted is, God with us. 

New Testament: Matthew, i, 18-23. “Jesus” is 
the Greek form of the Hebrew “Joshua" or 
“Jeshua," meaning “Jehovah is salvation." 
“Emmanuel," or more properly “Immanuel" 
(q.v.) is a Hebrew word meaning, as Mat¬ 
thew states, “God is with us.” The prophet 
referred to is Isaiah, vii, 14. No genealogy is 
given for Mary, but legend makes her the 
only child of two aged Jews named Joachim 
and Anna. (See Jameson, Legends of the 
Madonna, pp. 235-245.) Neither Mark nor 
John gives any description of Jesus’ birth, 
but Luke devotes his first chapter to an elab¬ 
oration of the story as told by Matthew, 
Luke’s description of the Annunciation is 
especially vivid: 

And in the sixth month [from the conception of 
John the Baptist by Elizabeth] the angel Gabriel 
was sent from God unto a city of Galilee, named 
Nazareth, To a virgin espoused to a man whose 
name was Joseph, of the house of David; and the 
virgin’s name was Mary. 
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And the angel came in unto her, and said, 
Hail, thou that art highly favoured, the Lord is 
with thee: blessed art thou among women. . . . 
Fear not, Mary; for thou hast found favour with 
God. And, behold, thou shalt conceive in thy 
womb, and bring forth a son, and shalt call his 
name Jesus. . . . 

Then said Mary unto the angel, How shall this 
be, seeing I know not a man? And the angel an¬ 
swered and said unto her, The Holy Ghost shall 
come upon thee, and the power of the Highest 
shall overshadow thee: therefore also that holy 
thing which shall be born of thee shall be called 
the Son of God. . . . And Mary said, Behold the 
handmaid of the Lord; be it unto me according to 
thy word. And the angel departed from her. 

New Testament: Luke , i, 26-38. See Holy 
Ghost for explanation of the term . 

1 

Then Joseph being raised from sleep did as 
the angel of the Lord had bidden him, and 
took unto him his wife: And knew her not till 
she had brought forth her firstborn son: and 
he called his name Jesus. 

New Testament: Matthew, i, 24-25. 

And she brought forth her firstborn son, and 
wrapped him in swaddling clothes, and laid him 
in a manger; because there was no room for them 
in the inn. 

New Testament: Luke, ii, 7. 

And there were in the same country shepherds 
abiding in the field, keeping watch over their 
flock by night. And, lo, the angel of the Lord 
came upon them, . . . and said unto them, Fear 
not: for, behold, I bring you good tidings of great 
joy, which shall be to all people. For unto you is 
born this day in the City of David a Saviour, 
which is Christ the Lord. 

And this shall be a sign unto you; Ye shall 
find the babe wrapped in swaddling clothes, lying 
in a manger. And suddenly there was with the 
angel a multitude of the heavenly host praising 
God, and saying, Glory to God in the highest, and 
on earth peace, good will toward men. 

New Testament: Luke , ii, 8-14. 

And when eight days were accomplished for the 
circumcising of the child, his name was called 
Jesus, which was so named of the angel before 
he was conceived in the womb. 

New Testament: Luke, ii, 21. 

2 

Now when Jesus was born in Bethlehem of 
Judaea in the days of Herod the king, behold 
there came wise men from the east to Jeru¬ 
salem, Saying, Where is he that is bom King 
of the Jews? for we have seen his star in the 
east, and are come to worship him. 

New Testament: Matthew , ii, 1-2. Herod died 
in 4 b. c., or 5 b.c.. which is probably the 
true date of the nativity. 

When Herod the king had heard these things, he 
was troubled, . . . And when he had gathered 
all the chief priests, and scribes of the people to¬ 
gether, he demanded of them where Christ should 
be born. 

And they said unto him, In Bethlehem of 


Judsea: for thus it is written by the prophet, And 
thou Bethlehem, in the land of Juda, art not the 
least among the princes of Juda: for out of thee 
shall come a Governor, that shall rule my people 
Israel. 

New Testament: Matthew, ii, 3-6. The proph¬ 
ecy referred to is Micah , v, 2, “But thou, 
Bethlehem Ephratah, though thou be little 
among the thousands of Judah, yet out of 
thee shall he come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel; whose goings forth have been 
from of old, from everlasting.” The prophecy 
is referred to in John, vii, xlii, “Hath not the 
scripture said, That Christ cometh of the seed 
of David, and out of the town of Bethlehem, 
where David was?” Bethlehem was the home 
of Elimelech, the father-in-law of Ruth, and 
it was here that she and Boaz settled, and 
became the ancestors of the family of David, 
whose connection with Bethlehem is referred 
to in /. Samuel, xvi, 1-18; xvii, 12; xx, 6, and 
elsewhere. It is now represented by the town 
of Beit Lahm, five miles south of Jerusalem. 
Ephratah (fertility) was its ancient name, 
and the word Bethlehem itself means “place 
of food.” 

Then Herod, when he had privily called the wise 
men, . . . sent them to Bethlehem, and said, Go 
and search diligently for the young child; and 
when ye have found him, bring me word again, 
that I may come and worship him also. When 
they had heard the king, they departed; and, lo, 
the star . . . went before them, till it came and 
stood over where the young child was. . . . 

And when they were come into the house, they 
saw the young child with Mary his mother, and 
fell down and worshipped him: and when they 
had opened their treasures, they presented unto 
him gifts; gold, and frankincense, and myrrh. 
And being warned of God in a dream that they 
should not return to Herod, they departed into 
their own country another way. 

New Testament: Matthew , ii, 7-12. 

And when they were departed, behold, the angel 
of the Lord appeareth to Joseph in a dream, say¬ 
ing, Arise, and take the young child and his mother 
and flee into Egypt, and be thou there until I 
bring thee word: for Herod will seek the young 
child to destroy him. 

When he arose, he took the young child and 
his mother by night, and departed into Egypt: 
And was there until the death of Herod: that it 
might be fulfilled which was spoken of the Lord 
by the prophet, saying, Out of Egypt have I 
called my son. 

New Testament: Matthew, ii, 13-15. The ref¬ 
erence is to Hosea, xi, 1, “When Israel was a 
child, then I loved him, and called my son 
out of Egypt,” an historical allusion to the 
deliverance of Israel from Egypt. 

And he [Joseph on his return from Egypt] came 
and dwelt in a city called Nazareth: that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by the prophets, 
He shall be called a Nazarene. 

New Testament: Matthew, ii, 23. The word 
“Nazarene” does not occur in the Old Testa¬ 
ment. Matthew is simply attempting a play 
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upon the word Tsrmach (Jeremiah, xxiii, 5), 
or Xctscr (Isaiah, xi, 1). See Dummelow, 
Bible Commentary, p. 629. 

And the child grew, and waxed strong in spirit, 
tilled with wisdom: and the grace of God was 
upon him. 

New Testament: Luke, ii, 40. 

The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, because he 
hath anointed me to preach the gospel to the 
poor: he hath sent me to heal the brokenhearted, 
to preach deliverance to the captives, and recover¬ 
ing of sight to the blind. 

Nnv Testament: Luke , iv, 18-19. Jesus, read¬ 
ing in the synagogue at Nazareth from Isaiah, 
Iviii. 6, “Is not this the fast that I have 
chosen? to loose the bands of wickedness, to 
undo the heavy burdens, and to let the op¬ 
pressed go free ?” Isaiah was referring to the 
release of the Jewish captives from Babylon. 

1 

He [Jesus] shall baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire: Whose fan is in his hand, 
and he will throughly purge his floor, and 
gather his wheat into the garner; but he will 
burn up the chaff with unquenchable fire. 

New Testament: Matthew, iii, 11-12; Luke, 
iii, 16. The only uses of “unquenchable.” 

1 indeed have baptized you with water: but he 
shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost. 

New Testament: Mark, i, 8. 

2 

Then cometh Jesus from Galilee to Jordan 
unto John, to be baptized of him. . . . And 
Jesus, when he was baptized, went up straight¬ 
way out of the water: . . . and lo, a voice 
from heaven, saying. This is my beloved Son, 
in whom I am well pleased. 

New Testament: Matthew, iii, 13, 16, 17; xvii, 
5 ; in Mark, i, 9-11; ix, 7 ; Luke, iii, 22 ; ix, 35. 
The next day John seeth Jesus coming unto him, 
and saith. Behold the Lamb of God, which taketh 
away the sin of the world. This is he of whom I 
said, After me cometh a man which is preferred 
before me. . . . And John bare record, saying, I 
saw* the Spirit descending from heaven like a 
dove, and it abode upon him. . . . And looking 
upon Jesus as he walked, he saith, Behold the 
Lamb of God! 

New Testament: John, i, 29-36; N. T. Apoc¬ 
rypha: Nicodemus, xiii, 12. 

3 

Then was Jesus led up of the spirit into the 
wilderness to be tempted of the devil. And 
when he had fasted forty days and forty nights, 
he was afterward an hungered. 

New Testament: Matthew, iv, 1-2. Verses 3- 
11 tell in detail the story of the temptation. 
Repeated in Mark, i, 12-13, and in Luke, 
1-8. 

Then the devil . . . setteth him on a pinnacle of 
the temple, And saith unto him, If thou be the 
Son of God, cast thyself down: for it is written, 
He shall give his angels charge concerning thee: 
and in their hands they shall bear thee up, lest 
at any time thou dash thy foot against a stone. 
New Testament: Matthew, iv, 5-6. The devil 


can cite Scripture for his purpose. Here he is 
quoting Psalms, xci, 11-12, “For he shall give 
his angels charge over thee, to keep thee in 
all thy ways. They shall bear thee up in their 
hands, lest thou dash thy foot against a 
stone.” 

The devil taketh him [Jesus] up into an exceed¬ 
ing high mountain, and sheweth him all the king¬ 
doms of the world, and the glory of them; And 
saith unto him, All these things will I give thee, if 
thou wilt fall down and worship me. 

Then saith Jesus unto him, Get thee hence, 
Satan: for it is written, Thou shalt worship the 
Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou serve. 
Then the devil leaveth him, and, behold, angels 
came and ministered unto him. 

New Testament: Matthew, iv, 8-11; Luke, iv, 
5-8. 

He was there in the wilderness forty days, tempted 
of Satan. 

New Testament: Mark, i, 13. 

4 

He healed all that were sick: That it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken by Esaias [Isaiah] 
the prophet, saying, Himself took our infirm¬ 
ities, and bare our sicknesses. 

New Testament: Matthew, viii, 16-17. Mat¬ 
thew is quoting Isaiah, liii, 3-4, “He is de¬ 
spised and rejected of men; a man of sorrows 
and acquainted with grief: . . . Surely he 
hath borne our griefs, and carried our sor¬ 
rows.” 

Now when John had heard in the prison the 
works of Christ, he sent two of his disciples, And 
said unto him, Art thou he that should come, or 
do we look for another? 

And Jesus answered and said unto them, Go 
and shew John again those things which ye do 
hear and see: The blind receive their sight, and 
the lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, and the 
deaf hear, the dead are raised up, and the poor 
have the gospel preached to them. 

New Testament: Matthew, xi, 2-5; Luke, vii, 

22 . 

And he cometh to Bethsaida; and they bring a 
blind man unto him, and besought him to touch 
him. And he took the blind man by the hand, and 
led him out of the town; and when he had spit 
on his eyes, and put his hands upon him, he 
asked him if he saw ought. 

And he looked up, and said, I see men as trees, 
walking. After that he put his hands again upon 
his eyes, and made him look up: and he was re¬ 
stored, and saw every man clearly. 

New Testament: Mark, viii, 22-25. 

Then again called they the man that was blind, 
and said unto him, Give God the praise: we know 
that this man is a sinner. He answered and said, 
Whether he be a sinner or no, I know not: one 
thing I know, that, whereas I was blind, now I 
see. ... He hath opened mine eyes. . . . 

Since the world began was it not heard that 
any man opened the eyes of one that was born 
blind. If this man were not of God, he could do 
nothing. . . . 

And Jesus said, For judgment I am come into 
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this world, that they which see not might see; and 
that they which see might be made blind. 

New Testament: John, ix, 24-39. 

1 

The foxes have holes, and the birds of the air 
have nests; but the Son of man hath not where 
to lay his head. 

New Testament: Matthew, viii, 20; Luke, ix, 
58. 

2 

When he [Jesus] was entered into a ship, his 
disciples followed him. And, behold, there 
arose a great tempest in the sea, . . . but he 
was asleep. And his disciples came tohim, and 
awoke him, saying, Lord, save us: we perish. 

And he saith unto them, Why are ye fear¬ 
ful, 0 ye of little faith? Then he arose, and 
rebuked the winds and the sea; and there was 
a great calm. But the men marvelled, saying, 
What manner of man is this, that even the 
winds and the sea obey him? 

New Testament: Matthew, viii, 23-27. Re¬ 
peated in Mark, iv, 36^41; and in Luke, viii, 
23-25. 

When he [Jesus] was come to the other side into 
the country of the Gergesenes, there met him two 
possessed with devils. . . . And there was a good 
way off from them an herd of many swine feed¬ 
ing. So the devils besought him, saying, If thou 
cast us out, suffer us to go away into the herd of 
swine. 

And he said unto them Go. And when they 
were come out, they went into the herd of swine: 
and, behold, the whole herd of swine ran vio¬ 
lently down a steep place into the sea, and per¬ 
ished in the waters. 

New Testament: Matthew, viii, 28-32. Re¬ 
peated in Mark, v, 11-14, and in Luke, viii, 
31-33. 

As they went out, behold, they brought to him a 
dumb man possessed with a devil. And when the 
devil was cast out, the dumb spake; and the mul¬ 
titudes marvelled, saying, It was never so seen in 
Israel. But the Pharisees said, He casteth out devils 
through the prince of devils. 

New Testament: Matthew, ix, 32-34. 

3 

And it came to pass, as Jesus sat at meat in 
the house, behold, many publicans and sinners 
came and sat down with him and his disciples. 
And when the Pharisees saw it, they said unto 
his disciples, Why eateth your Master with 
publicans and sinners? 

But when Jesus heard that, he said unto 
them, They that be whole need not a physi¬ 
cian, but they that are sick. ... I am not 
come to call the righteous, but sinners to re¬ 
pentance. 

New Testament: Matthew, ix, 10-13. The story 
is repeated in Mark, ii, 15-17, and in Luke, 
v, 30-31. 

The Son of man came eating and drinking, and 
they say, Behold a man gluttonous, and a wine- 
bibber, a friend of publicans and sinners. 

New Testament: Matthew, xi, 19; Luke, vii. 


34. The only uses of “gluttonous” and “wine- 
bibber. n “Wincbibbcrs” occurs in Proverbs , 
xxiii, 20. 

4 

Whosoever therefore shall confess me before 
men, him will I confess also before my Father 
which is in heaven. But whosoever shall deny 
me before men, him will I also deny before 
my Father which is in heaven. 

New Testament: Matthew, x, 32-33; Luke, xii, 
8-9. 

Think not that I am come to send peace on earth: 
I came not to send peace, but a sword. For I am 
come to set a man at variance against his father, 
and the daughter against her mother. . . .

New Testament: Matthew , x, 34-40. 

If any man will come after me, let him deny him¬ 
self, and take up his cross daily, and follow me. 

New Testament: Luke, ix, 23. 

Come unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me; for I am meek and 
lowly in heart: and ye shall find rest unto your 
souls. For my yoke is easy, and my burden is 
light. 

New Testament: Matthew , xi, 28-30.

For whosoever shall do the will of my Father 
which is in heaven, the same is my brother, and 
sister, and mother. 

New Testament: Matthew, xii, 46-50. The story 
is repeated in Mark, iii, 32-36, and in Luke, 
viii, 19-21. 

And it came to pass, that when Jesus . . . was 
come into his own country, he taught them in 
their synagogue, insomuch that they were aston¬ 
ished, and said, Whence hath this man this wis¬ 
dom, and these mighty works? 

Is not this the carpenter’s son ? is not his mother 
called Mary? and his brethren, James, and Joses, 
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and Simon, and Judas? And his sisters, are they 
not all with us? Whence then hath this man all 
these things? 

And they were offended in him. But Jesus said 
unto them, A prophet is not without honour, 
save in his own country, and in his own house. 

New Testament: Matthew, xiii, 53-57. See also 
Afark , vi, 3-4; Luke, iv, 24; John, iv, 44. 
The Jews then murmured at him, . . . And they 
said, Is not this Jesus, the son of Joseph, whose 
father and mother we know ? how is it then that 
he saith, I came down from heaven? 

New Testament: John, vi, 41-42. 

1 

When it was evening, his disciples came to 
him. saying. This is a desert place . . . ; send 
the multitude away, that they may go into the 
villages, and buy themselves victuals. 

But Jesus said unto them, They need not 
depart; give ye them to eat. And they say 
unto him. We have here but five loaves, and 
two fishes. He said. Bring them hither to me. 
And he commanded the multitude to sit down 
on the grass, and took the five loaves, and the 
two fishes, and looking up to heaven, he 
blessed, and brake, and gave the loaves to his 
disciples, and the disciples to the multitude. 

And they did all eat, and were filled: and 
they took up of the fragments that remained 
twelve baskets full. And they that had eaten 
were about five thousand men, beside women 
and children. 

New Testament: Matthew, xiv, 15-21. The 
miracle of the loaves and fishes is repeated 
in xv, 32-38. See also Mark, vi, 35—44; viii, 
1-9. 

Straightway Jesus constrained his disciples to get 
into a ship, and to go before him unto the other 
side. . . . And in the fourth watch of the night 
Jesus went unto them, walking on the sea. 

And when the disciples saw him walking on 
the sea, they were troubled, saying, It is a spirit; 
and they cried out for fear. But straightway Jesus 
spake unto them saying, Be of good cheer; it is 
I; be not afraid. 

And Peter answered him and said, Lord, if it 
be thou, bid me come unto thee on the water. 
And he said, Come. And when Peter was come 
down out of the ship, he walked on the water to 
go to Jesus. But when he saw the wind boisterous, 
he was afraid; and beginning to sink, he cried, 
savins, Lord, save me. 

And immediately Jesus stretched forth his hand, 
and caught him, and said unto him, O thou of 
little faith, wherefore didst thou doubt? And 
when they were come into the ship, the wind 
ceased. 

New Testament: Matthew, xiv, 22-32 ; Mark, 
vi, 47-51; John, vi, 16-21. The only use of 
“boisterous.” 

2 

Then came to Jesus scribes and Pharisees . . . 
saying, Why do thy disciples transgress the 
tradition of the elders? for they wash not their 
hands when they eat bread. 


But he answered and said unto them, . . . 
Not that which goeth into the mouth defileth 
a man; but that which cometh out of the 
mouth, this defileth a man. . . . Those things 
which proceed out of the mouth come forth 
from the heart; and they defile the man. For 
out of the heart proceed evil thoughts, mur¬ 
ders, adulteries, fornications, thefts, false wit¬ 
ness, blasphemies: These are the things which 
defile a man: but to eat with unwashen hands 
defileth not a man. 

New Testament: Matthew, xv, 1-11, 17-20. 
Retold by Mark, vii, 1-23. 

The Pharisees also with the Sadducees came, and 
tempting desired him that he would shew them a 
sign from heaven. He answered and said unto 
them, When it is evening, ye say, It will be fair 
weather: for the sky is red. And in the morning, 
it will be foul weather to day: for the sky is red 
and lowring. 0 ye hypocrites, ye can discern the 
face of the sky; but can ye not discern the signs 
of the times? 

New Testament: Matthew, xvi, 1-3. The basis 
of the old weather jingle, “Red sky at night, 
sailors’ delight, Red sky at morning, sailors 
take warning.” The only use of “lowring.” 

3 

When Jesus came into the coasts of Caesarea 
Philippi, he asked his disciples, saying, Whom 
do men say that I the Son of man am? And 
they said, Some say that thou art John the 
Baptist: some, Elias; and others Jeremias, or 
one of the prophets. He saith unto them, But 
whom say ye that I am? And Simon Peter 
answered and said, Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God. 

New Testament: Matthew, xvi, 13-16; Mark, 
viii, 27-29; Luke, ix, 18-22. 

The Son of man is not come to destroy men’s 
lives, but to save them. 

New Testament: Luke, ix, 56. 

4 

Again I say unto you, That if two of you shall 
agree on earth as touching any thing that they 
shall ask, it shall be done for them of my 
Father which is in heaven. For where two or 
three are gathered together in my name, there 
am I in the midst of them. 

New Testament: Matthew, xviii, 19-20. 

Jesus said unto them, Verily I say unto you, That 
ye which have followed me, in the regeneration 
when the Son of man shall sit in the throne of 
his glory, ye also shall sit upon twelve thrones, 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel. And every one 
that hath forsaken houses, or brethren, or sisters, 
or father, or mother, or wife, or children, or lands, 
for my name’s sake, shall receive an hundredfold, 
and shall inherit everlasting life. 

New Testament: Matthew, xix, 28-29. 

5 

And Jesus going up to Jerusalem took the 
twelve disciples apart in the way, and said 
unto them, Behold, we go up to Jerusalem; 
and the Son of man shall be betrayed unto the 
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chief priests and unto the scribes, and they 
shall condemn him to death, And shall deliver 
him to the Gentiles to mock, and to scourge, 
and to crucify him: and the third day he shall 
rise again. 

New Testament: Matthew, xx, 17-19. 

When they drew nigh unto Jerusalem, . . . then 
sent Jesus two disciples, Saying unto them, Go 
into the village over against you, and straight¬ 
way ye shall find an ass tied, and a colt with her: 
loose them, and bring them unto me. . . . 

All this was done, that it might be fulfilled, 
which was spoken by the prophet, saying, Tell 
ye the daughter of Sion, Behold, thy King cometh 
unto thee, meek, and sitting upon an ass, and a 
colt, the foal of the ass. And the disciples . . . 
brought the ass, . . . and set him thereon. 

New Testament: Matthew , xxi, 1-7. See also 
Luke, xix, 29-35; John, xii, 14-15. A refer¬ 
ence to two prophecies: Isaiah, lxii, 11, “Say 
ye to the daughter of Zion [Jerusalem], Be¬ 
hold, thy salvation cometh”; and Zeehariah , 
ix, 9, “Rejoice greatly, 0 daughter of Zion; 
shout, daughter of Jerusalem: behold, thy 
King cometh unto thee: he is just, and hav¬ 
ing salvation; lowly, and riding upon an ass, 
and upon a colt the foal of an ass.” Dum- 
melow, Bible Commentary, p. 693, adds, 
“By riding upon the ass Jesus deliberately 
fulfilled the prophecy of Zeehariah, and so 
claimed to be the Messiah. The ass was chosen 
rather than the horse, because the ass was 
a symbol of peace, the horse of war; the 
ass of humility, the horse of pride.” 

And when he was come nigh, . . . the disciples 
began to rejoice and praise God, . . . Saying, 
Blessed be the King that cometh in the name of 
the Lord: peace in heaven, and glory in the 
highest. 

And some of the Pharisees from among the 
multitude said unto him, Master, rebuke thy 
disciples. And he answered and said unto them, 
I tell you that, if these should hold their peace, 
the stones would immediately cry out. 

New Testament: Luke, xix, 37-40. 

And when he had come into Jerusalem, all the 
city was moved, saying, Who is this? And the 
multitude said, This is Jesus the prophet of Naz¬ 
areth of Galilee. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxi, 10-11. 

While the Pharisees were gathered together, 
Jesus asked them, Saying, What think ye of 
Christ? Whose son is he? They said unto him, 
The son of David. He saith unto them, How 
then doth David in spirit call him Lord, saying, 
The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit thou on my 
right hand, till I make thine enemies thy foot¬ 
stool? If David then call him Lord, how is he 
his son? And no man was able to answer him a 
word, neither durst any man from that day 
forth ask him any more questions. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxii, 41-46. Re¬ 
peated in Mark, xii, 35-37. 

Many shall come in my name, saying, I am Christ; 


and shall deceive many. ... If any man shall 
say unto you, Lo, here is Christ, or there; be¬ 
lieve it not. For there shall arise false Christs and 
false prophets, and shall shew great signs and 
wonders: insomuch that, if it were possible, they 
shall deceive the very elect. . . . 

For as the lightning cometh out of the east, 
and shineth even unto the west; so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be. . . . But of that 
day and hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels 
of heaven, but my Father only. . . . Watch 
therefore: for ye know not what hour your Lord 
doth come. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxiv, 5, 23, 24, 27, 
36, 42. The signs which will precede the 
second coming are described again in Luke, 
xxi, 7-36. 

Take ye heed, watch and pray: ... for the Son 
of man is as a man taking a far journey, who left 
his house, and gave authority to his servants, and 
to every man his work, and commanded the porter 
to watch. Watch ye therefore: for ye know not 
when the master of the house cometh, at even, 
or at midnight, or at the cock-crowing, or in the 
morning: Lest coming suddenly he find you sleep¬ 
ing. And what I say unto you I say unto all, 
Watch. 

New Testament: Mark, xiii, 33-37. 

When the Son of man shall come in all his glory, 
. . . and before him shall be gathered all the na¬ 
tions: and he shall separate them one from an¬ 
other, as a shepherd divideth his sheep from the 
goats: And he shall set the sheep on his right 
hand, but tlje goats on the left. 

Then shall the King say to them on his right 
hand, Come, ye blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from the foundation 
of the world: For I was an hungered, and ye gave 
me meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink: 

1 was a stranger, and ye took me in: Naked, and 
ye clothed me: I was sick, and ye visited me: I 
was in prison, and ye came unto me. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxv, 31-36. 

Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least 
of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxv, 40, 45. 

2 

And the high priest said unto him, I adjure 
thee by the living God, that thou tell us 
whether thou be the Christ, the Son of God. 
Jesus saith unto him, Thou hast said: never¬ 
theless I say unto you, Hereafter shall ye see 
the Son of man sitting on the right hand of 
power, and coming in the clouds of heaven. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxvi, 63-64; Mark, 
xiv, 61-62 ; Luke, xxii, 69-70. 

Then gathered the chief priests and the Pharisees 
a council, and said, What do we? for this man 
doeth many miracles. ... 

And one of them, named Caiaphas, being the 
high priest that same year, said unto them, \t 
know nothing at all, Nor consider that it is ex¬ 
pedient for us, that one man should die for the 
people, and that the whole nation perish not. 

. . . And he prophesied that Jesus should die for 
that nation. 
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And not tor that nation onlv, but that also he 
should gather together in one the children of God 
that were scattered abroad. Then from that day 
forth they took counsel together for to put him 
to death. 

Sew Testament: John , xi, 47-53. 

1 

Pilate saith unto them. What shall I do then 
with Jesus which is called Christ? They all say 
unto him. Let him be crucified. . . . 

When Pilate saw that he could prevail noth¬ 
ing. but that rather a tumult was made, he took 
water, and washed his hands before the multi¬ 
tude. saying. I am innocent of the blood of 
this just person: see ye to it. Then answered 
all the people, and said. His blood be on us, 
and on our children. Then . . . when he had 
scourged Jesus, he delivered him to be cru¬ 
cified. 

.Yeti' Testament: Matthew, xxvii, 22-26. 

And Pilate asked him, Art thou the King of the 
Jews? And he answering said unto him, Thou 
sayest it. 

.Yeti’ Testament: Mark, xv, 2. Twice later, in 
verses 9 and 12, Pilate refers to Jesus as 
“King of the Jews.” 

And Pilate asked him, saying, Art thou the King 
of the Jews? And he answered him and said, 
Thou sayest it. Then said Pilate to the chief 
priests and to the people, I find no fault in this 
man. . . . 

Pilate therefore, willing to release Jesus, spake 
again to them. But they cried, saying, Crucify 
him, crucify him. . . . And the voices of them 
and of the chief priests prevailed. And Pilate gave 
sentence that it should be as they required. 

Mew Testament: Luke, xxiii, 3-24. 

.As they led him away, . . . there followed him 
a great company of people, and of women, which 
also bewailed and lamented him. But Jesus turn¬ 
ing unto them said. Daughters of Jerusalem, weep 
not for me, but weep for yourselves, and for your 
children. For, behold, the days are coming, in the 
which they shall say, Blessed are the barren, and 
the wombs that never bare, and the paps which 
never gave suck. Then shall they begin to say to 
the mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, Cover 
us. For if they do these things in a green tree, 
what shall be done in the dry? 

Sew Testament: Luke, xxiii, 26-31. The refer¬ 
ence in the last sentence is to Psalms, i, 3. 
See also /. Peter, 4, 17. 

And when they had platted a crown of thorns, 
they put it upon his head, and a reed in his right 
hand: and they bowed the knee before him, and 
mocked him, saying, Hail, King of the Jews! . . . 

And when they were come unto a place called 
Golgotha, that is to say, a place of a skull, . . . 
They crucified him, and parted his garments, cast¬ 
ing lots. . . . And set up over his head his accu¬ 
sation written, This is Jesus the King of the Jews. 

Sew Testament: Matthew, xxvii, 29-37. 
Golgotha (Aramaic) or Calvaria (Latin) 
means a skull. The Vulgate gives the inscrip¬ 
tion as “Hie est Iesus Rex Iudaeorum.” 


And when they were come to the place, which is 
called Calvary, there they crucified him. . . . And 
a superscription also was written over him in 
letters of Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, This is 
the King of the Jews. 

New Testament: Luke, xxiii, 33-38. 

When the chief priests therefore and officers saw 
him, they cried out, saying, Crucify him, crucify 
him, . . . And they took Jesus, and led him 
away. And he bearing his cross went forth into a 
place called the place of the skull, which is called 
in the Hebrew Golgotha: where they crucified 
him, and two other with him, on either side one. 

New Testament: John, xix, 6-18. Matthew, 
xxvii, 32, says that Simon of Cyrene was 
“compelled to bear his cross.” See under 
Cross. 

2 

And they that passed by reviled him, wagging 
their heads, And saying, ... If thou be the 
Son of God, come down from the cross. Like¬ 
wise also the chief priests mocking him, with 
the scribes and elders, said, He saved others; 
himself he cannot save. If he be the King of 
Israel, let him now come down from the cross, 
and we will believe him. He trusted in God; 
let him deliver him now, if he will have him: 
for he said, I am the Son of God. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxvii, 39-43; Luke, 
xxiii, 35-37. 

Now from the sixth hour there was darkness over 
all the land unto the ninth hour. And about the 
ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, 
Eli, Eli, lama sabachthani? that is to say, My 
God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me? . . . 
Jesus, when he had cried again with a loud voice, 
yielded up the ghost. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxvii, 45—46, 50. See 
also Mark, xv, 17-39. The seven words from 
the cross were: “Father, forgive them; for 
they know not what they do”— Luke, xxiii, 
34; “Verily I say unto thee, to day shalt thou 
be with me in paradise”— Luke, xxiii, 43; 
“Woman, behold thy son! Behold thy 
mother”— John, xix, 26-27; “My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me?”— 
Matthew, xxvii, 46; Psalms, xxii, 1; “I 
thirst”— John, xix, 28; “It is finished”— John, 
xix, 30; “Father, into thy hands I commend 
my spirit”— Luke, xxiii, 46, Psalms, xxxi, 5. 
When Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, 
he said, It is finished; and he bowed his head, 
and gave up the ghost. 

New Testament : John, xix, 30. 

One of the soldiers with a spear pierced his side, 
and forthwith came there out blood and water. 

New Testament: John, xix, 34. This Roman 
soldier was afterwards deified as Saint 
Longinus. 

And after this Joseph of Arimathea, being a dis¬ 
ciple of Jesus, but secretly for fear of the Jews, 
besought Pilate that he might take away the body 
of Jesus: and Pilate gave him leave. He came 
therefore, and took the body of Jesus. And there 
came also Nicodemus. . . . 

Then took they the body of Jesus, and wound 
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it in linen clothes with the spices, as the manner 
of the Jews is to bury. Now in the place where he 
was crucified there was a garden; and in the gar¬ 
den a new sepulchre, wherein was never man yet 
laid. There laid they Jesus. 

New Testament: John, xix, 38-42. 

1 

In the end of the sabbath, as it began to dawn 
toward the first day of the week, came Mary 
Magdalene and the other Mary to see the sep¬ 
ulchre. 

And, behold, there was a great earthquake: 
for the angel of the Lord descended from 
heaven, and came and rolled back the stone 
from the door, and sat upon it. His counte¬ 
nance was like lightning, and his raiment white 
as snow: And for fear of him the keepers did 
shake, and became as dead men. 

And the angel answered and said unto the 
women, Fear not ye: for I know that ye seek 
Jesus, which was crucified. He is not here: for 
he is risen, as he said. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxviii, 1-6. 

And when the sabbath was past, Mary Mag¬ 
dalene, and Mary the mother of James, and 
Salome, had brought sweet spices, that they might 
come and anoint him. . . . They came unto the 
sepulchre at the rising of the sun. 

And they said among themselves. Who shall 
roll us away the stone from the door of the 
sepulchre? And when they looked, they saw that 
the stone was rolled away: for it was very great. 

And entering into the sepulchre, they saw a 
young man sitting on the right side, clothed in a 
long white garment; and they were affrighted. 
And he saith unto them, Be not affrighted: Ye 
seek Jesus of Nazareth, which was crucified: He 
is risen; he is not here. 

New Testament: Mark, xvi, 1-6. 

Now upon the first day of the week, very early 
in the morning, they came unto the sepulchre, 
bringing the spices which they had prepared. . . . 
And they found the stone rolled away from the 
sepulchre. And they entered in, and found not the 
body of the Lord. 

And it came to pass, as they were much per¬ 
plexed thereabout, behold, two men stood by them 
in shining garments: And . . . they said unto 
them, Why seek ye the living among the dead? 
He is not here, but is risen. 

New Testament: Luke, xxiv, 1-6. 

The first day of the week cometh Mary Mag¬ 
dalene early, when it was yet dark, unto the 
sepulchre, and seeth the stone taken away from 
the sepulchre. . . . And as she wept, she stooped 
down and looked into the sepulchre, And seeth 
two angels in white sitting, the one at the head, 
the other at the feet, where the body of Jesus 
had lain. 

And they say unto her, Woman, why weepest 
thou? She saith unto them, Because they have 
taken away my Lord, and I know not where 
they have laid him. And when she had thus said, 
she turned herself back, and saw Jesus standing, 
and knew not that it was Jesus. 

Jesus saith unto her, Woman, why weepest 


thou? whom seekest thou? She, supposing him 
to be the gardener, saith unto him, Sir, if thou 
have borne him hence, tell me where thou hast 
laid him, and I will take him away. 

Jesus saith unto* her, Mary. She turned her¬ 
self, and saith unto him Rabboni; which is to say, 
Master. Jesus saith unto her, Touch me not; for 

1 am not yet ascended to my Father: but go to 
my brethren, and say unto them, I ascend unto 
my Father, and your Father; and to my God, and 
your God. 

New Testament: John, xx, 1-17. “Touch me 
not,” the oft-quoted “Noli me tangere” of 
the Vulgate . The only use of “Rabboni.” 

2 

And they departed quickly from the sepulchre 
with fear and great joy; and did run to bring 
his disciples word. And as they went to tell his 
disciples, behold, Jesus met them, saying, All 
hail. And they came and held him by the feet, 
and worshipped him. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxviii, 8-9. 

And they went out quickly and fled from the sep¬ 
ulchre ; for they trembled and were amazed. . . . 
Now when Jesus was risen early the first day of 
the week, he appeared first to Mary Magdalene, 
out of whom he had cast seven devils. 

New Testament: Mark, xvi, 8-9. 

[They] returned from the sepulchre, and told all 
these things unto the eleven, and to all the rest. 
It was Mary Magdalene, and Joanna, and Mary 
the mother of James, and other women that were 
with them, which told these things unto the 
apostles. 

New Testament: Luke, xxiv, 9-10. 

Mary Magdalene came and told the disciples that 
she had seen the Lord. 

New Testament: John, xx, 18. 

They rose up the same hour, and returned to 
Jerusalem, and found the eleven gathered to¬ 
gether, . . . Saying, The Lord is risen indeed, and 
hath appeared to Simon. And they told . . . how 
he was known of them in breaking of bread. 

And as they thus spake, Jesus himself stood in 
the midst of them, and saith unto them, Peace be 
unto you. But they were terrified and affrighted, 
and supposed that they had seen a spirit. 

And he said unto them, . . . Behold my hands 
and my feet, that it is I myself: handle me, and 
see; for a spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye 
see me have. . . . 

And while they yet believed not for joy, and 
wondered, he said unto them, Have ye here any 
meat? And they gave him a piece of a boiled 
fish, and of an honeycomb. And he took it, and 
did eat before them. . . 

And said unto them, Thus it is written, and 
thus it behoved Christ to suffer, and to rise from 
the dead the third day: And that repentance and 
remission of sins should be preached in his name 
among all nations, beginning at Jerusalem. And 
ye are witnesses of these things. . . . 

And he led them out as far as to Bethany, and 
he lifted up his hands and blessed them. And it 
came to pass, while he blessed them, he was 
parted from them, and carried up into heaven. 

New Testament: Luke, xxiv, 33-51. 
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And when he had spoken these things, while they 
beheld, he was taken up; and a cloud received 
him out of their sight. 

New Testament: Acts, i, 9. 

1 

Jesus of Nazareth, which was a prophet 
mighty in deed and word before God and all 
the people. 

-V ew Testament: Luke, xxiv, 19. 

2 

The true Light, which lighteth every man that 
cometh into the world. . . . was in the world, 

. . . and the world knew him not. . . . The 
Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, 

. . . full of grace and truth. 

.Y nv Testament: John, i, 9-14. 

The law was given by Moses, but grace and truth 
came by Jesus Christ. 

New Testament: John, i, 17. 

Then spake Jesus again unto them, saying, I am 
the light of the world: he that followeth me shall 
not walk in darkness, but shall have the light of 
life. 

Sew Testament: John, viii, 12. 

As long as I am in the world, I am the light of 
the world. 

.V rw Testament: John, ix, 5. 

I am come a light into the world, that whosoever 
believeth on me should not abide in darkness. 
And if any man hear my words, and believe not, 
I judge him not: for I came not to judge the 
world, but to save the world. 

New Testament: John, xii, 46-47. 

I am the true vine, and my Father is the husband¬ 
man. Every branch in me that beareth not fruit 
he taketh away. ... As the branch cannot bear 
fruit of itself, except it abide in the vine; no 
more can ye, except ye abide in me. I am the 
vine, ye are the branches. 

New Testament: John, xv, 1-5. 

3 

Jesus answered and said unto them, Destroy 
this temple, and in three days I will raise it up. 
Then said the Jews. Forty and six years was 
this temple in building, and wilt thou rear it 
up in three days? But he spake of the temple 
of his body. When therefore he was risen from 
the dead, his disciples remembered that he 
had said this unto them. 

Sew Testament: John, ii, 19-22. 

God so loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting life. For 
God sent not his Son into the world to condemn 
the world; but that the world through him might 
be saved. 

He that believeth on him is not condemned: 
but he that believeth not is condemned already, 
because he hath not believed in the name of the 
only begotten Son of God. And this is the con¬ 
demnation, that light is come into the world, and 
men loved darkness rather than light, because 
their deeds were evil. For every one that doeth 
evil hateth the light, lest his deeds should be re¬ 
proved. But he that doeth truth cometh to the 


light, that his deeds may be made manifest, that 
they are wrought in God. 

New Testament: John, iii, 16-21. 

We have heard him ourselves, and know that this 
is indeed the Christ, the Saviour of the world.

And the Lord said 
unto Satan, Hast thou considered my servant Job, 
that there is none like him in the earth, a perfect 
and an upright man, one that feareth God, and 
escheweth evil? . . . 

And Satan answered the Lord, and said, Skin 
for skin, yea, all that a man hath will he give for 
his life. But put forth thine hand now, and touch 
his bone and flesh, and he will curse thee to thy 
face. And the Lord said unto Satan, Behold, he is 
in thine hand; but save his life. 

Old Testament: Job , ii, 1-5. 

So went Satan forth from the presence of the 
Lord, and smote Job with sore boils from the 
sole of his foot unto his crown. . . . Then said 
his wife unto him, Dost thou still retain thine 
integrity? curse God, and die.

Thou speakest as one of the foolish women 
speaketh. What? shall we receive good at the 
hand of God, and shall we not receive evil? In all 
this did not Job sin with his lips.

While he was yet speaking, there 
came also another, and said, The Chaldeans . . . 
fell upon the camels, and have carried them away. 

While he was yet speaking, there came also 
another, and said, Thy sons and thy daughters 
were eating and drinking wine in their eldest 
brother’s house: And, behold, there came a great 
wind from the wilderness, and smote the four 
corners of the house, and it fell upon the young 
men, and they are dead . . . 

Then Job arose, and rent his mantle, and shaved 


his head, and fell down upon the ground, and 
worshipped, And said, Naked came I out of my 
mother’s womb, and naked shall I return thither: 
the Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken away; 
blessed be the name of the Lord. 

Old Testament: Job, i, 14-21.

Now when Job’s three friends heard of all this 
evil that was come upon him, they came every 
one from his own place. . . . They sat down 
with him upon the ground seven days and 
seven nights, and none spake a word unto him: 
for they saw that his grief was very great.

JOHN THE BAPTIST

In those days came John the Baptist, preach¬ 
ing in the wilderness of Judaea, And saying, 
Repent ye: for the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand. For this is he that was spoken of by the 
prophet Esaias, saying, The voice of one cry¬ 
ing in the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of 
the Lord, make his paths straight.

There was in the days of Herod, the king of 
Judaea, a certain priest named Zacharias: . . . 
and his wife was of the daughters of Aaron, and 
her name was Elisabeth. . . . And they had no 
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child, because that Elisabeth was barren, and they 
both were now well stricken in years. 

And it came to pass, that . . . there appeared 
unto him an angel of the Lord, . . . and the angel 
said, . . . Thy wife Elisabeth shall bear thee a 
son, and thou shalt call his name John. ... He 
shall be great in the sight of the Lord, . . . filled 
with the Holy Ghost even from his mother’s 
womb. . . . And after those days his wife Elisa¬ 
beth conceived. 

New Testament: Luke, i, 5-24. 

Now Elisabeth’s full time came that she should 
be delivered; and she brought forth a son . . . 
His mother said, He shall be called John. 

New Testament: Luke, i, 57-63.

And the same John had his raiment of earners 
hair, and a leathern girdle about his loins; and 
his meat was locusts and wild honey.

And thou, child, shalt be called the prophet of 
the Highest: for thou shalt go before the face 
of the Lord to prepare his ways; ... To give 
light to them that sit in darkness and in the 
shadow of death. 

New Testament: Luke, i, 76—79. 

There was a man sent from God, whose name 
was John. The same came for a witness, to bear 
witness of the Light, that all men through him 
might believe. He was not that Light, but was 
sent to bear witness of that Light. 

New Testament: John, i, 6-8. The first sentence 
is inscribed upon the tomb of Don John of 
Austria, in the Escorial, near Madrid, Spain. 
John answered and said, . . . Ye yourselves bear 
me witness, that I said, I am not the Christ, but 
that I am sent before him. 

New Testament: John, iii, 27-28. 

He was a burning and a shining light: and ye 
were willing for a season to rejoice in his light. 
New Testament: John, v, 35. Jesus, referring 
to John the Baptist. 


4 

Herod had laid hold on John, and bound him, 
and put him in prison for Herodias’ sake, his 
brother Philip's wife. For John said unto him, 
It is not lawful for thee to have her. And when 
he would have put him to death, he feared the 
multitude, because they counted him as a 
prophet. 

New Testament: Matthew, xiv, 3-5. 

But when Herod’s birthday was kept, the daugh¬ 
ter of Herodias danced before them, and pleased 
Herod. Whereupon he promised with an oath to 
give her whatsoever she would ask. And she, being 
before instructed of her mother, said, Give me 
John Baptist’s head in a charger. 

And the king was sorry: nevertheless for the 
oath’s sake, ... he commanded it to be given 
her, and he sent and beheaded John in the prison. 
And the head was brought in a charger, and given 
to the damsel, and she brought it to her mother. 

New Testament: Matthew, xiv, 6-11; Mark , 
vi, 16-29; Luke, ix, 7-19. 

JONAH 

5 

Now the word of the Lord came unto Jonah 
the son of Amittai, saying, Arise, go to Nine¬ 
veh, that great city, and cry against it; for 
their wickedness is come up before me. 

Old Testament: Jonah, i, 1-2. Jonah was the 
first Hebrew missionary sent to a heathen 
nation, probably about 825 b. c. 

But Jonah rose up to flee unto Tarshish from the 
presence of the Lord, and went down to Joppa; 
and he found a ship going to Tarshish: so he paid 
the fare thereof, and went down into it. . . . 

But the Lord sent out a great wind into the 
sea, and there was a mighty tempest in the sea, 
so that the ship was like to be broken. Then the 
mariners were afraid, . . . And they said every 
one to his fellow, Come, and let us cast lots, that 
we may know for whose cause this evil is upon us. 
So they cast lots, and the lot fell upon Jonah. . . . 

So they took up Jonah, and cast him forth 
into the sea: and the sea ceased from her raging. 

. . . Now the Lord had prepared a great fish to 
swallow up Jonah. And Jonah was in the belly 
of the fish three days and three nights. . . . And 
the Lord spake unto the fish, and it vomited out 
Jonah upon the dry land ... So Jonah arose 
and went unto Nineveh, according to the word 
of the Lord. 

Old Testament: Jonah, i, 3-7, 15-17; ii, 10;

JONATHAN, see under David 
JORDAN 

6 

And Lot lifted up his eyes, and beheld all the 
plain of Jordan, that it was well watered every 
where, . . . even as the garden of the Lord. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xiii, 10. The first ref¬ 
erence to Jordan, the great river of Palestine, 
separating Samaria from Gilead. 
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Ye shall pass over Jordan to go in to possess 
the land which the Lord your God giveth you, 
and ye shall possess it, and dwell therein. 

Old Testament: Deuteronomy, xi, 31. 

And it came to pass, when the people removed 
from their tents, to pass over Jordan, . . . The 
priests that bare the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord stood firm on dry ground in the midst of 
Jordan, and all the Israelites passed over on dry 
ground, until all the people were passed clean 
over Jordan. 

Old Testament: Joshua, iii, 14-17. The passage 
of the Jordan is supposed to have taken place 
about 1450 B. c. 

JOSEPH 

2 

And God remembered Rachel, and God heark¬ 
ened to her. and opened her womb. And she 
conceived, and bare a son; and said, God hath 
taken away my reproach: And she called his 
name Joseph. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxx, 22-24. Joseph was 
Jacob's eleventh son, the elder of the two 
sons of Rachel, the younger being Benjamin. 
Joseph is probably a contraction of Jehoseph, 
‘‘may God add.” The twelve of them headed 
the twelve tribes of Israel. 

Joseph, being seventeen years old, was feeding 
the flock with his brethren. . . . Now Israel 
[Jacob] loved Joseph more than all his children, 
because he was the son of his old age: and he 
made him a coat of many colours. And when his 
brethren saw that their father loved him more 
than all his brethren, they hated him, and could 
not speak peaceably unto him. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxxvii, 2-4. 

And Joseph dreamed a dream, and told it to his 
brethren: and they hated him yet the more. And 
he said unto them, Hear, I pray you, this dream, 
which I have dreamed: For, behold, we were 
binding sheaves in the field, and, lo, my sheaf 
arose, and also stood upright; and, behold, your 
sheaves stood round about, and made obeisance 
to my sheaf. . . . 

And he dreamed yet another dream, and told it 
his brethren, and said, Behold, I have dreamed 
a dream more; and, behold, the sun and the moon 
and the eleven stars made obeisance to me. . . . 
And Joseph went after his brethren, and found 
them in Dothan. And when they saw him afar 
off, even before he came near unto them, they 
conspired against him to slay him. And they said 
one to another, Behold, this dreamer cometh. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxxvii, 5-19. 

And it came to pass, when Joseph was come unto 
his brethren, that they stript Joseph out of his 
coat, his coat of many colours that was on him; 
And they took him, and cast him into a pit. . . . 
Then there passed by Midianites merchantmen; 
and they drew and lifted up Joseph out of the 
pit, and sold Joseph to the Ishmeelites for 
twenty pieces of silver: and they brought Joseph 
into Egypt. . . . And the Midianites sold him 
into Egypt unto Potiphar, an officer of Pharaoh's. 

Old Testament: Genesis , xxxvii, 23-36. 


And they [the brothers] took Joseph’s coat, and 
killed a kid of the goats, and dipped the coat in 
the blood; . . . and they brought it to their fa¬ 
ther; and said, This have we found: know now 
whether it be thy son’s coat or no. And he knew 
it, and said, It is my son’s coat; an evil beast 
hath devoured him. . . . 

And Jacob rent his clothes, and put sackcloth 
upon his loins, and mourned for his son many 
days. And all his sons and all his daughters rose 
up to comfort him; but he refused to be com¬ 
forted; and he said, For I will go down into the 
grave unto my son mourning. Thus his father 
wept for him. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxxvii, 31-35. 

3 

Joseph was a goodly person, and well favoured. 
And it came to pass that his master’s wife 
. . . caught him by his garment, saying, Lie 
with me: and he left his garment in her hand, 
and fled. . . . She laid up his garment by her, 
until his lord came home. And she spake unto 
him, . . . saying, The Hebrew servant . . . 
came in unto me to mock me: And it came to 
pass, as I lifted up my voice and cried, that he 
left his garment with me, and fled out. . . . 
And Joseph’s master took him, and put him 
into the prison. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxxix, 6-20. 

And it came to pass at the end of two full years, 
that Pharaoh dreamed: and, behold, he stood by 
the river. And behold, there came up out of the 
river seven well favoured kine and fatfleshed; and 
they fed in a meadow. And, behold, seven other 
kine came up after them out of the river, ill fav¬ 
oured and leanfleshed, . , . And the ill favoured 
and leanfleshed kine did eat up the seven well 
favoured and fat kine. So Pharaoh awoke. . . . 

And he sent and called for all the magicians of 
Egypt, . . . and Pharaoh told them his dream; 
but there was none that could interpret them 
unto Pharaoh. Then spake the chief butler unto 
Pharaoh, saying, ... A young man, an Hebrew, 
servant to the captain of the guard, ... in¬ 
terpreted to us our dreams. . . . 

Then Pharaoh sent and called Joseph, and they 
brought him hastily out of the dungeon, [and 
Pharaoh told him his dream]. And Joseph said 
unto Pharaoh, . . . Behold, there come seven 
years of great plenty throughout all the land of 
Egypt: And there shall arise after them seven 
years of famine; . . . and the famine shall con¬ 
sume the land. . . . 

And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, , . . Thou 
shalt be over my house, . . . And Pharaoh . . . 
arrayed him in vestures of fine linen, and put a 
gold chain about his neck; And he made him to 
ride in the second chariot which he had; and they 
cried before him, Bow the knee. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xli, 1-43. The only 
uses of “fatfleshed” and “leanfleshed.” 

4 

And Joseph said unto his brethren [who had 
come to Egypt during the famine to buy corn], 
...lam Joseph your brother, whom ye sold 
into Egypt. Now therefore be not grieved. 
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. . . And he fell upon his brother Benjamin’s 
neck and wept. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xlv, 4-14. 

And Joseph made ready his chariot, and went up 
to meet Israel his father; . . . and he fell on his 
neck, and wept. . . . And Israel said unto Jo¬ 
seph, Now let me die, since I have seen thy face, 
because thou art yet alive. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xlvi, 29-30.

Joseph is a fruitful bough, even a fruitful 
bough by a well; whose branches run over the 
wall: The archers have sorely grieved him, 
and shot at him, and hated him: But his bow 
abode in strength, and the arms of his hands 
were made strong by the hands of the mighty 
God of Jacob. 

Old Testament: Genesis , xlix, 22-24. 

The patriarchs, moved with envy, sold Joseph 
into Egypt: but God was with him, And delivered 
him out of all his afflictions. 

New Testament: Acts, vii, 9-18. The high priest 
gives a summary of the history of Joseph. 
For Joseph, the husband of Mary, see under 
Jesus. 

JOSEPH OF ARIMATHJEA 

2 

When the even [of the day of the crucifixion] 
was come, there came a rich man of Arima- 
thaea, named Joseph, who also himself was 
Jesus’ disciple: He went to Pilate, and begged 
the body of Jesus. Then Pilate commanded 

the body to be delivered. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxvii, 57-60. See 
also Mark, xv, 43; Luke, xxiii, 50; John, xix, 
38. Mark and Luke speak of Joseph as “an 
honourable counsellor.” 

And when Joseph had taken the body, he wrapped 
it in a clean linen cloth, And laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn out in the rock: and he 
rolled a great stone to the door of the sepulchre, 
and departed. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxvii, 59-60. 

JOSHUA 

3 

Now after the death of Moses the servant of 
the Lord, it came to pass that the Lord spake 
unto Joshua the son of Nun, Moses’ minister, 
saying, Moses my servant is dead; now there¬ 
fore arise, go over this Jordan, thou, and all 
this people, unto the land which I do give 
to them. 

Old Testament: Joshua, i, 1-2. 

Then Joshua commanded the officers of the peo¬ 
ple, saying, Pass through the host, and command 
the people, Saying, prepare you victuals; for 
within three days ye shall pass over this Jordan. 

Old Testament: Joshua, i, 10-11. 

Then spake Joshua ... in the sight of Israel, 
Sun, stand thou still upon Gibeon; and thou, 
Moon, in the valley of Ajalon. And the sun stood 
still, and the moon stayed, until the people had 
avenged themselves upon their enemies. Is not 


this written in the book of Jasher? So the sun 
stood still in the midst of heaven, and hasted not 
to go down about a whole day. And there was 
no day like that before it or after it, that the 
Lord hearkened unto the voice of a man. 

Old Testament: Joshua, x, 12-14. The “book 
of Jasher” was an ancient collection of songs 
describing great events in the history of the 
nation. 

And it came to pass . . . that Joshua waxed old 
and stricken in age. And Joshua called for all 
Israel, . . . and said unto them, I am old and 
stricken in age: . . . And, behold, this day I am 
going the way of all the earth. . . . And it came 
to pass after these things, that Joshua the son of 
Nun, the servant of the Lord, died, being an hun¬ 
dred and ten years old. 

Old Testament: Joshua, xxiii, 1-14; xxiv, 29. 

4 

Joshua the son of Nun, a man in whom is the 
spirit. 

Old Testament: Numbers, xxvii, 18. 

Joshua the son of Nun was full of the spirit of 
wisdom; for Moses had laid his hands upon him. 
Old Testament: Deuteronomy, xxxiv, 9. 

JOSIAH 

5 

Josiah was eight years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned thirty and one years in 
Jerusalem. . . . And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord, and walked in all 
the way of David his father, and turned not 
aside to the right hand or to the left. 

Old Testament: 77. Kings, xxii, 1-2; 77. Chron¬ 
icles, xxxiv, 1-2. 

In his days Pharaoh-ne-choh king of Egypt went 
up against the king of Assyria to the river Eu¬ 
phrates: and king Josiah went against him; and 
he slew him [Josiah] at Megiddo, when he had 
seen him. And his servants carried him in a char¬ 
iot dead from Megiddo, and brought him to Jeru¬ 
salem, and buried him in his own sepulchre. 

Old Testament: IL Kings, xxiii, 29-30. A more 
picturesque account is given in 77. Chronicles , 
xxxv, 22-24. 

Now the rest of the acts of Josiah, and all that 
he did, are they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Judah? 

Old Testament: 77. Kings, xxiii, 28; 77. Chron¬ 
icles, xxxv, 26-27.

JUBILEE 

9 

Ye shall hallow the fiftieth year: ... it shall 
be a jubile unto you. ... A jubile shall that 
fiftieth year be unto you. . . . It is the jubile; 
it shall be holy unto you. 

Old Testament: Leviticus, xxv, 10-12. “Jubi¬ 
lee,” a time of shouting. The remainder of 
the chapter and chapter xxvii are given over 
to rules for observing the “year of jubile,” 
(the word is used nowhere else), or sab¬ 
batical year, that is the seventh year, when 
all field work stopped, slaves are freed, debts 
are cancelled. After forty-nine years, there 
was an even greater celebration. See Hast¬ 
ings, Dictionary of the Bible, p. 808. 

In the year of this jubile ye shall return every 
man unto his possession. 

Old Testament: Leviticus, xxv, 13. 

JUDAH 

10 

And Leah conceived again, and bare a son: 
and she said, Now will I praise the Lord: 
therefore she called his name Judah; and left 
bearing. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxix, 35. Judah, mean¬ 
ing “praise,” was the fourth son of Jacob by 
Leah. The name was also applied to the tribe 
which sprang from Judah, and to the terri¬ 
tory which it occupied. 

And Judah saw a daughter of a certain Canaanite, 
whose name was Shuah; and he took her, and 
went in unto her. And she conceived, and bare a 
son; and he called his name Er [watcher]. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xxxviii, 2-3. 
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Judah, thou art he whom thy brethren shall 
praise: thy hand shall be in the neck of thine 
enemies; thy father’s children shall bow down 
before thee. Judah is a lion’s whelp: ... he 
stooped down, he couched as a lion, and as an 
old lion; who shall rouse him up ? 

Old Testament: Genesis, xlix, 8-9. The only use 
of “rouse.” 

The sceptre shall not depart from Judah, nor a 
lawgiver from between his feet, until Shiloh come. 
Old Testament: Genesis, xlix, 10. The real 
meaning of “until Shiloh come” is doubtful, 
but it is usually interpreted as a prophecy of 
the coming of the Messiah. 

1 

Of the tribe of Judah. 

Old Testament: Exodus, xxxi, 2; xxxv, 30; 
xxxviii, 32. Frequently thereafter. 

After the death of Joshua, ... the children of 
Israel asked the Lord, saying, Who shall go up 
for us against the Canaanites? . . . And the Lord 
said, Judah shall go up. . . . And Judah went 
up, . . . and they slew the Canaanites. 

Old Testament: Judges, i, 1-5. 

Judah is my lawgiver. 

Old Testament: Psalms, lx, 7; cviii, 8. 

Judah was his sanctuary. 

Old Testament: Psalms, cxiv, 2. 

JUDAS 

2 

Judas Iscariot, who also betrayed him. 

New Testament: Matthew, x, 4; Mark, iii, 19. 
Judas Iscariot, which also was the traitor. 

New Testament: Luke, vi, 16. Judas was the 
son of Simon Iscariot, or, more correctly, 
Iscarioth, meaning “the man of Kerioth,” a 
town in the south of Judaea. He was the only 
disciple who was not a Galilaean, and “carried 
the bag,” that is, acted as treasurer of the 
company. He is usually represented with red 
hair and beard. 

Then one of the twelve, called Judas Iscariot, 
went unto the chief priests, And said unto them, 
What will ye give me, and I will deliver him unto 
you ? And they covenanted with him for thirty 
pieces of silver. And from that time he sought 
opportunity to betray him. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxvi, 14-16; Mark, 
xiv, 10-11; Luke, xxii, 3-5; John, xviii, 2-3. 
Then cometh he to his disciples, and saith unto 
them, . . . Rise, let us be going: behold, he is at 
hand that doth betray me. And while he yet 
spake, lo, Judas, one of the twelve, came, and with 
him a great multitude with swords and staves, 
from the chief priests and elders of the people. 

Now he that betrayed him gave them a sign, 
saying, Whomsoever I shall kiss, that same is he: 
hold him fast. And forthwith he came to Jesus, 
and said, Hail, master; and kissed him. And Jesus 
said unto him, Friend, wherefore art thou come? 
Then came they, and laid hands on Jesus, and 
took him. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxvi, 45-50; Mark, 
xiv, 43-46. 

Behold a multitude, and he that was called Judas, 


one of the twelve, went before them, and drew 
near unto Jesus to kiss him. But Jesus said unto 
him, Judas, betrayest thou the Son of man with 
a kiss? 

New Testament: Luke, xxii, 47-48; John, xviii, 
1-13, gives a more detailed account of the 
betrayal, but makes no mention of Judas' 
kiss. 

Then Judas, which had betrayed him, when he 
saw that he was condemned, repented himself, 
and brought again the thirty pieces of silver to the 
chief priests and elders, Saying, I have sinned in 
that I have betrayed the innocent blood. And 
they said, What is that to us? see thou to that. 
And he cast down the pieces of silver in the 
temple, and departed, and went and hanged him¬ 
self. 

And the chief priests took the silver pieces, and 
said, It is not lawful for to put them into the 
treasury, because it is the price of blood. And 
they took counsel, and bought with them the 
potter’s field, to bury strangers in. Wherefore that 
field was called, The field of blood, unto this day. 

Then was fulfilled that which was spoken by 
Jeremy the prophet, saying, And they took the 
thirty pieces of silver, the price of him that was 
valued, . . . And gave them for the potter’s field, 
as the Lord appointed me. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxvii, 3-10. The 
prophecy referred to is Zechariah, xi, 12-13, 
“So they weighed for my price thirty pieces 
of silver. And the Lord said unto me, Cast it 
unto the potter. . . . And I took the thirty 
pieces of silver, and cast them to the potter 
in the house of the Lord.” 

In those days Peter stood up in the midst of the 
disciples, and said, . . . Men and brethren, this 
scripture must needs have been fulfilled, which 
the Holy Ghost by the mouth of David spake be¬ 
fore concerning Judas. . . . Now this man pur¬ 
chased a field with the reward of iniquity; and 
falling headlong, he burst asunder in the midst, 
and all his bowels gushed out. And it was known 
unto all the dwellers at Jerusalem; insomuch as 
that field is called in their proper tongue, Acel¬ 
dama, that is to say, The field of blood. For it is 
written in the book of Psalms , Let his habitation 
be desolate, and let no man dwell therein: and his 
bishoprick let another take. 

New Testament: Acts, i, 15-20. The reference 
is to Psalms, lxix, 25, and cix, 8, where David 
spoke of his enemies. This is the only use of 
“bishoprick.” David’s word is “office,”—“Let 
another take his office”—and “office” is used 
in the Revised Version. Aceldama, or, more 
properly, Akeldama, “the field of blood,” or 
so-called “potter’s field,” which has become

Outside the 
Gospels she is mentioned only once, in Acts, 
i, 14. The Apocryphal Gospels have many 
stories about her: that she was the daughter 
of Joachim and Anna; that she was pre¬ 
sented in the Temple at the age of three; 
that she was married at the age of fourteen, 
to Joseph, a widower, whose wand had blos¬ 
somed when placed on the altar; that after 
the crucifixion, she dwelt in the house of 
John upon Mount Sion, where an angel an¬ 
nounced to her that “in three days thy soul 
shall leave thy body and thou shalt enter into 
Paradise”; that all the disciples, who were 
preaching in different parts of the world, 
were suddenly caught up and carried to her 
bedside; that Jesus himself came down from 
heaven and received her soul, took it to 
heaven, and three days later crowned her and 
placed her beside him on his throne. (See 
Jameson, Legends of the Madonna .) Innu¬ 
merable pictures have been painted of these 
events, but they are all, of course, purely 
mythical. It is, perhaps, worth remarking 
that the story of the Virgin Birth is told in 
Matthew from the point of view of Joseph, 
and in Luke from Mary’s point of view. 

And Mary arose in those days, and went into the 
hill country with haste, . . . And entered into the 
house of Zacharias, and saluted Elisabeth [mother 
of John the Baptist]. And it came to pass, that, 
when Elisabeth heard the salutation of Mary, the 
babe leaped in her womb; and Elisabeth was 
filled with the Holy Ghost. And she spake out 
with a loud voice, and said, Blessed art thou 
among women, and blessed is the fruit of thy 
womb. 

New Testament: Luke, i, 39-42. This is “The 
Visitation,” as represented by so many 
painters. Elisabeth was about six months ad¬ 
vanced in pregnancy at the time. 

The blessed and ever glorious Virgin Mary, 
sprung from the royal race and family of David, 
was born in the city of Nazareth, and educated 
at Jerusalem, in the temple of the Lord. Her 
Father’s name was Joachim, and her mother’s 
Anna. The family of her father was of Galilee and 
the city of Nazareth. The family of her mother 
was of Bethlehem. 

N. T. Apocrypha: The Gospel of the Birth of 
Mary, i, 1-2. This is the opening of the story 
upon which many of the legends concerning 
the Virgin are founded. It was at one time 
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MARY 


MASTER 


attributed to St. Matthew, and is to be found 
in the works of St. Jerome (c. a. d. 385). It 
carries the story of the Virgin up to the time 
of her marriage with Joseph. The same story, 
covering events to the visit of the wise men, 
is told in the second book of the New Testa¬ 
ment Apocrypha, The Protevangelion, which 
was formerly ascribed to James the Lesser, 
“cousin and brother of the Lord Jesus, chief 
Apostle and first Bishop of the Christians in 
Jerusalem.” The story was a favorite during 
the Middle Ages, and is worked out in great 
detail in the carvings above the portal of 
Saint Anne (the south portal, nearest the 
Seine) on the west front of the Cathedral of 
Notre Dame at Paris. 

II—Mary Magdalene 

1 

Now when Jesus was in Bethany, in the house 
of Simon the leper, There came unto him 
a woman having an alabaster box of very 
precious ointment, and poured it on his head, 
as he sat at meat.

But when his disciples saw it, they had indigna¬ 
tion, saying, To what purpose is this waste? For 
this ointment might have been sold for much, 
and given to the poor. 

When Jesus understood it, he said unto them, 
Why trouble ye the woman ? for she hath wrought 
a good work upon me. For ye have the poor al¬ 
ways with you; but me ye have not always. . . . 
Verily I say unto you, Wheresoever this gospel 
shall be preached in the whole world, there shall 
also this, that this woman hath done, be told for 
a memorial of her. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxvi, 8-13. The 
story is repeated in Mark, xiv, 39, and in 
Luke, vii, 36-50, as follows: 

One of the Pharisees desired him that he would 
eat with him. And he went into the Pharisee’s 
house, and sat down to meat. And, behold, a 
woman in the city, which was a sinner, . . . 
brought an alabaster box of ointment, And stood 
at his feet behind him weeping, and began to 
wash his feet with tears, and did wipe them with 
the hairs of her head, and anointed them with 
the ointment. 

Now when the Pharisee which had bidden him 
saw it, he spake within himself, saying, This man, 
if he were a prophet, would have known who and 
what manner of woman this is that toucheth 
him: for she is a sinner. 

And Jesus answering said unto him, Simon, I 
have somewhat to say unto thee. And he saith, 
Master, say on. 

There was a certain creditor which had two 
debtors: the one owed five hundred pence, the 
other fifty. And when they had nothing to pay, 
he frankly forgave them both. Tell me therefore, 
which of them will love him most? Simon an¬ 
swered and said, I suppose that he, to whom he 
forgave most. And he said unto him, Thou hast 
rightly judged. 

And he turned to the woman, and said unto 
Simon, Seest thou this woman? . . . Her sins, 


which are many, are forgiven; for she loved 
much: but to whom little is forgiven, the same 
loveth little. And he said unto her, Thy sins are 
forgiven. . . . Thy faith hath saved thee; go in 
peace. 

New Testament: Luke, vii, 36-50. The same 
story is told in John, xii, 1-8, but here, 
strangely enough, the woman is identified as 
Mary, the sister of Martha and Lazarus. 
However, the world has identified her as 
Mary of Magdala, and the box of ointment 
became her attribute in the countless statues 
and paintings that were made of her. Legend 
has it that she was red-haired, and she is 
always so represented.

Many women were there [at the crucifixion] 
beholding afar off. . . . Among which was 
Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother of 
James and Joses.

And Jesus went into the temple of God, and 
cast out all them that sold and bought in the 
temple, and overthrew the tables of the money¬ 
changers, and the seats of them that sold 
doves, and said unto them, It is written, My 
house shall be called the house of prayer; but 

ye have made it a den of thieves.

[Because Pharaoh had 
commanded that all male Hebrew babies 
should be killed.] And when she could not 
longer hide him, she took for him an ark of 
bulrushes, . . . and put the child therein; and 
laid it in the flags by the river's brink. . . . 
And the daughter of Pharaoh came down to 
wash herself at the river, . . . and when she 
saw the ark among the flags, she sent her maid 
to fetch it. And when she had opened it, she 
saw the child: and, behold, the babe wept. 
And she had compassion on him, and said, 
This is one of the Hebrews’ children. . . . 


And she called his name Moses: and she said, 
Because I drew him out of the water. 

Old Testament: Exodus, ii, 1-10. Moses, from 
the verb mdshdh, to draw, or perhaps from 
the Copt, mo, “water,” and ushe, “saved.” 
And it came to pass, . . . when Moses was 
grown, that ... he spied an Egyptian smiting 
an Hebrew', one of his brethren. And he looked 
this way and that way, and when he saw that 
there was no man, he slew the Egyptian, and hid 
him in the sand. And when he went out the 
second day, behold, two men of the Hebrews 
strove together: and he said to him that did the 
wrong, Wherefore smitest thou thy fellow? And 
he said, Who made thee a prince and a judge over 
us? intendest thou to kill me, as thou killedst the 
Egyptian? And Moses feared, and said, Surely 
this thing is known. Now when Pharaoh heard 
this thing, he sought to slay Moses. But Moses 
fled . . . and dwelt in the land of Midian. 

Old Testament: Exodus, ii, 11-15. 

Now the priest of Midian had seven daughters. 
. . . And Moses was content to dwell with the 
man: and he gave Moses Zipporah his daughter. 
And she bare him a son, and he called his name 
Gershom: for he said, I have been a stranger in 
a strange land. 

Old Testament: Exodus, ii, 16-22. This explana¬ 
tion of the meaning of the name is repeated 
in Exodus, xviii, 3, “I have been an alien in 
a strange land,” but this is merely folk- 
etymology. 

Now Moses kept the flock of Jethro his father 
in law, the priest of Midian: and he led the flock 
to the backside of the desert, and came to the 
mountain of God, even to Horeb, And the angel 
of the Lord appeared unto him in a flame of fire 
out of the midst of a bush: and he looked, and, 
behold, the bush burned with fire, and the bush 
was not consumed. And . . . God called to him 
out of the midst of the bush, and said, Moses, 
Moses, ... I am the God of thy father, the God 
of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob. And Moses hid his face; for he was afraid 
to look upon God. 

Old Testament: Exodus, iii, 1-6. “Backside” is 
used once again in Exodus, xxvi, 12. 

And the Lord said, ... I am come down to de¬ 
liver [my people] out of the hand of the Egyp¬ 
tians, and to bring them . . . unto a land flow¬ 
ing with milk and honey. ... I will send thee 
unto Pharaoh, that thou mayest bring forth my 
people the children of Israel out of Egypt. . . . 
And Moses said unto God, Behold, when I come 
unto the children of Israel, and shall say unto 
them, The God of your fathers hath sent me unto 
you; and they shall say to me, What is his name? 
what shall I say unto them? And God said unto 
Moses, I AM THAT I AM: and he said, Thus 
shalt thou say unto the children of Israel, I AM 
hath sent me unto you. 

Old Testament: Exodus, iii, 7, 8-14. 

And the Lord said unto Moses, What is that in 
thine hand? And he said, A rod. And he said, 
Cast it on the ground. And he cast it on the 
ground, and it became a serpent; and Moses fled 
from before it. And the Lord said unto MoseSf 
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Put forth thine hand, and take it by the tail. And 
he put forth his-hand, and caught it, and it be¬ 
came a rod in his hand. 

Old Testament: Exodus, iv, 2-4. 

And the Lord said furthermore unto Moses, Put 
now thine hand into thy bosom. And he put his 
hand into his bosom: and when he took it out, 
behold, his hand was leprous as snow. And he 
said, Put thine hand into thy bosom again. And 
he put his hand into his bosom again; and 
plucked it out of his bosom, and, behold, it was 
turned again as his other flesh.

And the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against Moses, and he said, Is not 
Aaron the Levite thy brother? I know that he 
can speak well. . . . Thou shalt speak unto him, 
and put words in his mouth. ... He shall be 
thy spokesman unto the people: and he shall be, 
even he shall be to thee instead of a mouth. . . . 
And the Lord said to Aaron, Go into the wil¬ 
derness to meet Moses. And he went, and met him 
in the mount of God, and kissed him. 

Old Testament: Exodus, iv, 10-27. 

1 

And afterward Moses and Aaron went in, and * 
told Pharaoh, Thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, Let my people go. . . . And Pharaoh 
said, Who is the Lord, that I should obey his 
voice to let Israel go? I know not the Lord, 
neither will I let Israel go. 

Old Testament: Exodus, v, 1-2. 

And the Lord said unto Moses, Stretch out thine 
hand toward heaven, that there may be darkness 
over the land of Egypt, even darkness which may 
be felt. And Moses stretched forth his hand 
toward heaven; and there was a thick darkness 
in all the land of Egypt three days. . . . But the 
Lord hardened Pharaoh’s heart, and he would not 
let them go. And Pharaoh said unto him, Get thee 
from me, take heed to thyself, sec my face no 
more; for in that day thou seest my face thou 
shalt die. And Moses said, Thou hast spoken well, 

I will see thy face again no more. 

Old Testament: Exodus, x, 21-28. For the story 
of Israel’s escape from Egypt see under 
Israel. 

There was no water for the people to drink. 
Wherefore the people did chide with Moses, 
and said, Give us water that we may drink. 

. . . And Moses cried unto the Lord, saying, 
what shall I do unto this people? they be al¬ 
most ready to stone me. And the Lord said, 

. . . Behold, I will stand before thee there 
upon the rock in Horeb; and thou shalt smite 
the rock, and there shall come water out of it. 
that the people may drink. And Moses did so 
in the sight of the elders of Israel. 

Old Testament: Exodus, xvii, 1-6. 

Then came Amalek, and fought with Israel in 
Rephidim. And Moses said unto Joshua, Choose 
us out men, and go out, fight with Amalek: to 


morrow I will stand on the top of the hill with 
the rod of God in mine hand. . . . And it came 
to pass, when Moses held up his hand, that Israel 
prevailed: and when he let down his hand, 
Amalek prevailed. But Moses’ hands were heavy ; 
. . . and Aaron and Hur stayed up his hands, the 
one on the one side, and the other on the other 
side; and his hands were steady until the going 
down of the sun. And Joshua discomfited Amalek 
and his people with the edge of the sword. 

Old Testament: Exodus, xvii, 8-13. 

3 

And the Lord said unto Moses, Get thee up 
into this mount Abarim. and see the land 
which I have given unto the children of Israel. 
And when thou hast seen it, thou also shall 
be gathered unto thy people, as Aaron thy 
brother was gathered. 

Old Testament: Numbers, xxvii, 12. 

I besought the Lord at that time, saying, ... I 
pray thee, let me go over and sec the good land 
that is beyond Jordan, that goodly mountain, 
and Lebanon. But the Lord . . . said unto me,

give unto the children of Israel for a possession: 
And die in the mount whither thou gocst up, and 
be gathered unto thy people. . . . And Moses 
went up from the plains of Moab unto the moun¬ 
tain of Ncbo, to the top of Pisgah, that is over 
against Jericho. And the Lord shewed him all 
the land of Gilead, unto Dan. ... So Moses the 
servant of the Lord died there in the land of 
Moab, according to the word of the Lord. And 
he buried him in a valley in the land of Moab, 
over against Beth-peor: but no man knoweth of 
his sepulchre unto this day. And Moses was an 
hundred and twenty years old when he died: his 
eye was not dim, nor his natural force abated. 

Old Testament: Deuteronomy, xxxii, 48-50;

Now the man Moses was very meek, above 
all the men which were upon the face of the 
earth.

And even this man, though 
thus greatly honoured, spake not greatly of him¬ 
self; but when the oracle of God was delivered 
to him out of the bush he said, Who am I, that 
thou dost send me? I am of a slender voice, and 
a slow tongue. And again he saith, I am as the 
smoke of the pot.

This was also the belief of Christians in 
Apostolic times, including Jesus himself, and 
the New Testament contains such expressions 
as “The law of Moses” (Luke, ii, 22); “Moses 
enjoined” (Matthew, viii, 4); “Moses com¬ 
manded” ( Matthew, xix, 7) ; “Moses wrote” 
(Mark, xii, 19), and so on. However, what 
has come to be known as “The Mosaic Law” 
is the “eye for eye, tooth for tooth” doctrine, 
which follows. 

Ill—Moses: The Mosaic Law 

5 

Thou shalt give life for life, Eye for eye, tooth 
for tooth, hand for hand, foot for foot, Burn¬ 
ing for burning, wound for wound, stripe for 
stripe.

As an evidence of humility, he after¬ 
wards changed this proud name to Paul, 
Paulus meaning “little.” He was a strict 
Pharisee, a Hebrew of the Hebrews, a zealous 
and bigoted Jew. 

As for Saul, he made havock of the church, enter¬ 
ing into every house, and haling men and women 
committed them to prison. 

New Testament: Acts, viii, 3. The only use of 
“havock” and “haling.” 

And Saul, yet breathing out threatenings and 
slaughter against the disciples of the Lord, went 
unto the high priest, And desired of him letters to 
Damascus, to the synagogues. . . . And as he 
journeyed, he came near Damascus: and suddenly 
there shined round about him a light from heaven: 
And he fell to the earth, and heard a voice saying 
unto him, Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me? 

And he said, Who art thou, Lord? And the 
Lord said, I am Jesus whom thou persecutest: it 
is hard for thee to kick against the pricks. And 
he trembling and astonished said, Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do ? And the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into the city, and it shall be told 
thee what thou must do. 

New Testament: Acts, ix, 1-6. 

There was a certain disciple at Damascus, named 
Ananias; and to him said the Lord in a vision, 
Ananias, . . . arise and go into the street which 
is called Straight, and inquire in the house of 
Judas for one called Saul, of Tarsus: ... he is a 
chosen vessel unto me, to bear my name before 
the Gentiles. . . . And Ananias went his way, 
and entered into the house; and putting his hands 
on him said, Brother Saul, the Lord, even Jesus, 
that appeared unto thee in the way as thou 
earnest, hath sent me, that thou mightest receive 
thy sight, and be filled with the Holy Ghost. And 
immediately there fell from his eyes as it had 
been scales: and he received sight forthwith, and 
arose, and was baptized. . . . And straightway 
he preached Christ to the synagogues, that he is 
the Son of God. 

New Testament: Acts, ix, 10-20. 
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Then Saul (who is also called Paul), [was] filled 
with the Holy Ghost. 

New Testament: Acts, xiii, 9. 

After these things Paul departed from Athens, 
and came to Corinth: And found a certain Jew 
named Aquila, . . . with his wife Priscilla; . . . 
And because he was of the same craft, he abode 
with them, and wrought: for by their occupation 
they were tentmakers.

Then 
the chief captain came, and said unto him, Tell 
me, art thou a Roman? He said, Yea. And the 
chief captain answered, With a great sum ob¬ 
tained I this freedom. And Paul said, But I was 
free bom.

And Paul, earnestly beholding the council, said, 
Men and brethren, I have lived in all good con¬ 
science before God until this day. And the high 
priest Ananias commanded them that stood by 
him to smite him on the mouth. Then said Paul 
unto him, God shall smite thee, thou whited 
wall. . . . And they that stood by said, Revilest 
thou God’s high priest? 

Then said Paul, I wist not, brethren, that he 
was the high priest: for it is written, Thou shalt 
not speak evil of the ruler of thy people. . . . 
Men and brethren, I am a Pharisee, the son of a 
Pharisee. . . . And there arose a great cry: and 
the scribes that were of the Pharisees’ part arose, 
and strove, saying, We find no evil in this man. 

New Testament: Acts, xxiii, 1-9. 

Now when Festus [the Roman governor] . . . 
went down unto Caesarea, . . . the Jews laid 
many and grievous complaints against Paul, 
which they could not prove. While he answered 
for himself, Neither against the law of the Jews, 
neither against the temple, nor yet against Caesar, 
have I offended any thing at all. 

But Festus, willing to do the Jews a pleasure, 
answered Paul, and said, Wilt thou go up to 
Jerusalem, and there be judged of these things 
before me? Then said Paul, I stand at Caesar’s 
judgment seat, where I ought to be judged. . . . 
I appeal unto Caesar. 

Then Festus, when he had conferred with the 
council, answered, Hast thou appealed unto 
Caesar? unto Caesar thou shalt go. 

New Testament: Acts, xxv, 1-12. Festus was 
as good as his word, and Paul was sent to 
Rome, where he was detained for two years, 
but permitted to live in a hired house, 
guarded by a soldier. He was finally released, 
and legend has it that he was beheaded by 
Nero two or three years later (c. a. d. 65). 


After certain days king Agrippa and Bernice 
came unto Caesarea to salute Festus. . . . And 
Festus declared Paul’s cause unto the king. . . . 
Then Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou art per¬ 
mitted to speak for thyself. 

Then Paul stretched forth his hand and an¬ 
swered for himself: . . . My manner of life from 
my youth, which was at the first among mine 
own nation at Jerusalem, know all the Jews. . . . 
After the most straitest sect of our religion, I 
lived a Pharisee. ... I verily thought with my¬ 
self, that I ought to do many things contrary to 
the name of Jesus of Nazareth. . . . Many of the 
saints did I shut up in prison, . . . and when 
they were put to death, I gave my voice against 
them. . . . 

Whereupon as I went to Damascus, ... I 
heard a voice speaking unto me, and saying in the 
Hebrew tongue, Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou 
me? it is hard for thee to kick against the 
pricks. 

And I said, Who art thou, Lord? And he said, 
I am Jesus whom thou persecutest. But rise, and 
stand upon thy feet: for I have appeared unto 
thee for this purpose, to make thee a minister 
and a witness, ... To open their eyes, and to 
turn them from darkness to light, and from the 
power of Satan unto God. . . . 

Having therefore obtained help of God, I con¬ 
tinue unto this day, . . . saying none other 
things than those which the prophets and Moses 
did say should come: That Christ should suffer, 
and that he should be the first that should rise 
from the dead. . . . 

And as he thus spake for himself, Festus said 
with a loud voice, Paul, thou art beside thyself; 
much learning doth make thee mad. But he said, 

1 am not mad, most noble Festus; but speak 
forth the words of truth and soberness. . . . This 
thing was not done in a corner. . . . 

Then Agrippa said unto Paul, Almost thou per- 
suadest me to be a Christian. . . . Then said 
Agrippa unto Festus, This man might have been 
set at liberty, if he had not appealed unto Caesar. 

New Testament: Acts, xxv, 13-14; xxvi, 1-32. 
The Agrippa before whom Paul appeared was 
Marcus Julius Agrippa (Agrippa II.) son of 
Agrippa I. Bernice was his sister, with whom 
he was living in criminal intimacy.

From this time forth began Jesus to shew unto his 
disciples, how that he must ... be killed, and 
be raised again the third day. Then Peter took 
him, and began to rebuke him, saying, Be it far 
from thee, Lord: this shall not be unto thee. But 
he turned, and said unto Peter, Get thee behind 
me, Satan: thou art an offence unto me: for thou 
savourest not the things that be of God, but those 
that be of men. 

New Testament: Matthew, xvi, 21-23; Mark, 
viii, 33. 

Then saith Jesus unto them, All ye shall be 
offended because of me this night: for it is writ¬ 
ten, I will smite the shepherd, and the sheep of 
the flock shall be scattered abroad. . . . 

Peter answered and said unto him, Though 
all men shall be offended because of thee, yet will 
I never be offended. Jesus said unto him, Verily 


I say unto thee, That this night, before the cock 
crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. Peter said unto 
him, Though I should die with thee, yet will I not 
deny thee. 

New Testament: Matthew, xxvi, 31-35; Mark, 
xiv, 29-31. Jesus was quoting Zechariah, 
xm, 7. 

And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, behold, Satan 
hath desired to have you, that he may sift you 
as wheat: But I have prayed for thee, that thy 
faith fail not. . . . And he said unto him, Lord, 
I am ready to go with you, both into prison, and 
to death. 

And he said, I tell thee, Peter, the cock shall 
not crow this day, before that thou shalt thrice 
deny that thou knowest me.

Now Peter sat without in the palace: and a dam¬ 
sel came unto him, Saying, Thou also wast with 
Jesus of Galilee. But he denied before them all, 

. . . And when he had gone out into the porch, 
another maid saw him, and said unto them that 
were there, This fellow was also with Jesus of 
Nazareth. And again he denied with an oath, I 
do not know the man. And after a while came 
unto him they that stood by, and said to Peter, 
Surely thou art one of them. . . . Then began 
he to curse and to swear, saying, I know not the 
man. 

And immediately the cock crew. And Peter re¬ 
membered the word of Jesus, which said unto 
him, Before the cock crow thou shalt deny me 
thrice. And he went out and wept bitterly.

PHARAOH

The Lord plagued Pharaoh and his house with 
great plagues because of Sarai, Abram’s wife.

950, it is 
probably an anachronism. See under Abra¬ 
ham. 

6 

And it came to pass . . . that Pharaoh 
dreamed. 

Old Testament: Genesis, xli, 1. This was one 
of the dreams which Joseph interpreted. See 
under Joseph. It has been conjectured that 
the Pharaoh of Joseph was one of the Hyskos 
kings. There was a third Pharaoh during the 
infancy of Moses, and a fourth some forty 
years later, when Moses was grown. 

6 

God called unto him, . . . and said, Moses, 
Moses. And he said, Here am I. . . . And the 
Lord said, ... I will send thee unto Pharaoh, 
that thou mayest bring forth my people the 
children of Israel out of Egypt. And Moses 
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said unto God. Who am I, that I should go 
unto rharaoh? 

Old Testament : Exodus, iii, 4-11. This Pharaoh 
was perhaps Rameses I. or II., but again it 
is impossible to be sure. See under Moses.

The Phari¬ 
sees, the largest of the three or four Jewish 
sects, were noted for their self-conceit and 
long prayers. The Sadducees were another 
sect, denying the resurrection and the exist¬ 
ence of angels, deriving their origin from 
Zadok, a priest in the time of David and 
Solomon, mentioned several times in the Old 
Testament. See Hastings, Dictionary of the 
Bible, pages 719 and 818. 

Thus spake Jesus to the multitude, and to his 
disciples, Saying, The scribes and the Pharisees 
sit in Moses’ seat. ... Do not ye after their 
works; for they say, and do not. 

Sew Testament: Matthew, xxiii, 1-3. The 
scribes, usually linked with the Pharisees, 
were the men who interpreted the Torah, the 
Law, hence they “sat in Moses’ seat” as 
lawyers and magistrates, and came to exalt 
the letter of the Law above its spirit. See 
Hastings, Dictionary of the Bible, p. 832. 
All their works they do for to be seen of men: 
they make broad their phylacteries, and enlarge 
the borders of their garments. And love the 
uppermost rooms at feasts, and the chief seats 
in the synagogues, And greetings in the markets, 
and to be called of men, Rabbi, Rabbi. But be 
not ye called Rabbi: for one is your master, even 
Christ. 

Sew Testament: Matthew, xxiii, 5-8. Rabbi, 
the transliteration of a Hebrew word mean¬ 
ing “My master.” See also Mark, xii, 38-40. 
The only use of “phylacteries,” amulets. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! 
for ye shut up the kingdom of heaven against 
men: for ye neither go in yourselves, neither suffer 
ye them that are entering to go in. 

Sew Testament: Matthew, xxiii, 13. 


Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! 
for ye devour widows’ houses, and for a pretence 
make long prayer. . . . Woe unto you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye make clean the 
outside of the cup and of the platter, but within 
they are full of extortion and excess. . . . 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo¬ 
crites ! for ye are like unto whited sepulchres, 
which indeed appear beautiful outward, but are 
within full of dead men’s bones, and of all un¬ 
cleanness.

And as he spake, a certain Pharisee besought him 
to dine with him: and he went in, and sat down 
to meat. And when the Pharisee saw it, he mar¬ 
velled that he had not first washed before dinner. 
And the Lord said unto him, Now do ye Phari¬ 
sees make clean the outside of the cup and the 
platter, but your inward part is full of ravening 
and wickedness. . . . Woe unto you, Pharisees! 
for ye love the uppermost seats in the synagogues, 
and greetings in the markets. Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye are as 
graves which appear not, and the men that walk 
over them are not aware of them. 

New Testament: Luke, xi, 37-44. 

Beware ye of the leaven of the Pharisees, which 
is hypocrisy. 

New Testament: Luke, xii, 1. 

PHILISTINES 

3 

They returned into the land of the Philistines. 
Old Testament: Genesis, xxi, 32. The Philis¬ 
tines, inhabitants of the maritime plain, or 
sea-coast, of Palestine, are said to have come 
over the sea from Caphtor (Amos, ix, 7; 
Jeremiah, xlvii, 4), probably Crete, and held 
the sea-coast from the time of Judges, per¬ 
haps about 800 b. c. to a. d. 600. “Philistia,” 
as their territory was called, included such 
famous cities as Askelon, Gaza, and Gath, 
from which Goliath came. See Hastings, 
Dictionary of the Bible, p. 724. 

4 

The uncircumcised Philistines.

And the servant 
answered, and said, It is the Moabitish damsel 
that came back with Naomi out of the country of 
Moab: And she said, I pray you, let me glean and 


gather after the reapers among the sheaves. . . . 

And . . . Boaz commanded his young men, 
saying, Let her glean even among the sheaves, 
and reproach her not: And let fall also some of 
the handfuls of purpose for her, and leave them, 
that she may glean them, and rebuke her not. So 
she gleaned in the field until even.

How much then is a man better than a sheep? 
Wherefore it is lawful to do well on the sabbath 
days.

And, behold, there was a woman which had a 
spirit of infirmity eighteen years. . . . And when 
Jesus saw her, he called her to him, and said unto 
her, Woman, thou art loosed from thine infirmity. 
And he laid his hands on her: and immediately 
she was made straight. . . . And the ruler of the 
synagogue answered with indignation, because 
that Jesus had healed on the sabbath day. . . . 
The Lord then answered him, and said, Thou 
hypocrite, doth not each of you on the sabbath 
loose his ox or his ass from the stall, and lead 
him away to watering? 

New Testament: Luke, xiii, 11-16. 

Jesus . . . spake unto the lawyers and Pharisees, 
saying, Is it lawful to heal on the sabbath day? 

. . . Which of you shall have an ass or an ox 
fallen into a pit, and will not straightway pull him 
out on the sabbath day?

The Jews therefore said unto him that was cured, 
It is the sabbath day: it is not lawful for thee to 
carry thy bed. . . . And therefore did the Jews 
persecute Jesus, and sought to slay him, because 
he had done these things on the sabbath day.

If a man on the sabbath day receive circumcision, 
that the law of Moses should not be broken; are 
ye angry at me, because I have made a man every 
whit whole on the sabbath day?

looked, and, behold, he had sackcloth within upon 
his flesh.

He rent his clothes, and covered himself with 
sackcloth. 

Old Testament: II. Kings, xix, 1, 2; Isaiah, 
xxxvii, 1, 2. 

[He] rent his clothes, and put on sackcloth and 
ashes.

I have sewed sackcloth upon my skin, and defiled 
my horn in the dust. 

Old Testament: Job, xvi, 15. 

When they were sick, my clothing was sackcloth. 

Old Testament: Psalms, xxxv, 13. 

I made sackcloth also my garment. 

Old Testament: Psalms, box, 11. 
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Instead of a stomacher a girding of sackcloth. 

Old Testament : Isaiah, iii, 24. Phrases repeated 
many times in various forms. The only use 
of "stomacher.” 

Repent in sackcloth and ashes, see under Re¬ 
pentance.

820) points out that “Salvation is the ge¬ 
neric term employed in Scripture to express 
the idea of any gracious deliverance of God, 
but specially of the spiritual redemption 
from sin and its consequences predicted by 
the OT prophets, and realized in the mission 
and work of the Saviour Jesus Christ.” 

SAMARITAN 

1 

A certain lawyer . . . willing to justify him¬ 
self, said unto Jesus, And who is my neigh¬ 
bour? And Jesus answering said, A certain 
man went down from Jerusalem to Jericho, 
and fell among thieves, which stripped him of 
his raiment, and wounded him, and departed, 
leaving him half dead. 

And by chance there came down a certain 
priest that way: and when he saw him, he 
passed by on the other side. And likewise a 
Levite, when he was at the place, came and 
looked on him, and passed by on the other side. 

New Testament: Luke, x, 25-32. 

But a certain Samaritan, as he journeyed, came 
where he was: . . . And went to him, and bound 
up his wounds, pouring in oil and wine, and set 
him on his own beast, and brought him to an 
inn, and took care of him. . . . Which now of 
these three, thinkest thou, was neighbour unto 
him that fell among the thieves? And he said, 
He that shewed mercy on him. Then said Jesus 
unto him, Go, and do thou likewise. 

New Testament: Luke, x, 33-37. Hence “good 
Samaritan.” 

Then cometh he to a city of Samaria. . . . Now 
Jacob’s well was there. . . . There cometh a 
woman of Samaria to draw water: Jesus said 
unto her, Give me to drink. . . . Then saith the 
woman of Samaria unto him, How is it that thou, 
being a Jew, asketh drink of me, which am a 
woman of Samaria? for the Jews have no deal¬ 
ings with the Samaritans. 

New Testament: John, iv, 5-29. The Samari¬ 
tans, who inhabited the central province of 
Palestine were of heathen origin, and would 
hold no religious fellowship with the Jews. 
Say we not well that thou art a Samaritan, and 
hast a devil? 

New Testament: John, viii, 48. 

SAMSON 

2 

There was a certain man of Zorah, of the 
family of the Danites, whose name was Ma- 
noah; and his wife was barren and bare not. 
And the angel of the Lord appeared unto the 
woman, and said unto her, Behold now, thou 
art barren, and bearest not: but thou shalt 
conceive, and bear a son; and no rasor shall 
come on his head: for the child shall be a 
Nazarite unto God from the womb: and he 


shall begin to deliver Israel out of the hand 
of the Philistines. . . . And the woman bare 
a son, and called his name Samson: and the 
child grew, and the Lord blessed him. 

Old Testament: Judges, xiii, 2-3, 24. “Samson” 
in Hebrew means distinguished, strong. 

Then Samson went down ... to Timnath: . . . 
and, behold, a young lion roared against him. And 
the Spirit of the Lord came mightily upon him, 
and he rent him as he would have rent a kid, and 
he had nothing in his hand. . . . And after a 
time ... he turned aside to see the carcass of 
the lion: and, behold, there was a swarm of bees 
and honey in the carcass of the lion. And he took 
thereof in his hands, and went on eating. . . . 

And Samson made there a feast; for so used 
the young men to do. . . . And Samson said unto 
them, I will now put forth a riddle unto you: if 
ye can certainly declare it me within the seven 
days of the feast, and find it out, then will I give 
you thirty sheets and thirty change of garments. 

. . . And they said unto him, Put forth thy rid¬ 
dle, that we may hear it. And he said unto them, 
Out of the eater came forth meat, and out of the 
strong came forth sweetness. And they could not 
in three days expound the riddle. 

And it came to pass on the seventh day, that 
they said unto Samson’s wife, Entice thy husband, 
that he may declare unto us the riddle. . . . And 
Samson’s wife wept before him, and said, Thou 
dost but hate me, and Iovest me not: thou hast 
put forth a riddle unto the children of my people, 
and hast not told it me. . . . And it came to pass 
on the seventh day that he told her, because she 
lay sore upon him: and she told the riddle to the 
children of her people. 

And the men of the city said unto him on the 
seventh day before the sun went down, What is 
sweeter than honey ? and what is stronger than 
a lion? And he said unto them, If ye had not 
plowed with my heifer, ye had not found out my 
riddle. 

Old Testament: Judges , xiv, 5-18. 

And Samson went and caught three hundred 
foxes, and . . . put a firebrand in the midst be¬ 
tween two tails. And when he had set the brands 
on fire, he let them go into the standing corn of 
the Philistines, and burnt up both the shocks, 
and also the standing corn, with the vineyards 
and olives. . . . And the Philistines came, . . . 
And Samson . . . smote them hip and thigh 
with a great slaughter. 

Old Testament: Judges, xv, 4-8. The only use 
of “hipand thigh.” 

And he found a new jawbone of an ass, and put 
forth his hand, and took it, and slew a thousand 
men therewith. And Samson said, With the jaw¬ 
bone of an ass, heaps upon heaps, with the jaw 
of an ass have I slain a thousand men. . . . And 
he judged Israel in the days of the Philistines 
twenty years. 

Old Testament: Judges, xv, 15-20. 

Then Samson went to Gaza, and saw there an 
harlot, and went in unto her. And it was told the 
Gazites, saying, Samson is come hither. . . . In 
the morning, when it is day, we shall kill him. 
And Samson lay till midnight, and arose at mid- . 
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night, and took the doors of the gate of the city, 
and the two posts, and went away with them, 
bar and all, and put them upon his shoulders, and 
carried them up to the top of an hill that is before 
Hebron. 

Old Testament: Judges, xvi, 1-3. 

And it came to pass afterward, that he [Samson] 
loved a woman in the valley of Sorek, whose 
name was Delilah. And the lords of the Philis¬ 
tines came up unto her, and said unto her, Entice 
him, and see wherein his great strength lieth, . . . 
and we will give thee every one of us eleven hun¬ 
dred pieces of silver. And Delilah said to Samson, 
Tell me, I pray thee wherein thy great strength 
lieth, . . . And it came to pass, when she pressed 
him daily with her words, . . . That he told her 
all his heart, and said unto her, There hath not 
come a rasor upon mine head; for I have been a 
Nazarite unto God from my mother’s womb: if 
I be shaven, then my strength will go from me, 
and I shall become weak, and be liki any other 
man. . . . 

And she made him sleep upon her knees; and 
she called for a man, and she caused him to shave 
off the seven locks of his head; . . . and his 
strength went from him. And she said, The Phil¬ 
istines be upon thee, Samson. And he awoke out 
of his sleep, . . . But the Philistines took him, 
and put out his eyes, and brought him down to 
Gaza, and bound him with fetters of brass; and 
he did grind in the prison house. Howbeit the hair 
of his head began to grow again after he was 
shaven. 

Old Testament: Judges, xvi, 4—22. The hair of 
the lifelong Nazarite, a man devoted by a 
special vow to the service of Jehovah, might 
never be cut. 

And it came to pass, when their hearts were 
merry, that they said, Call for Samson, that he 
may make us sport. And they called for Samson 
out of the prison house; and he made them sport: 
and they set him between the pillars. And Sam¬ 
son said unto the lad that held him by hand, 
Suffer me that I may feel the pillars whereupon 
the house standeth, that I may lean upon them. 

Now the house was full of men and women; 
and all the lords of the Philistines were there. 
. . . And Samson called unto the Lord, and said, 
O Lord God, . . . strengthen me, I pray thee, 
only this once, O God, that I may be at once 
avenged of the Philistines for my two eyes. And 
Samson took hold of the two middle pillars upon 
which the house stood, . . . And Samson said, 
Let me die with the Philistines. And he bowed 
himself with all his might: and the house fell 
upon the lords, and upon all the people that were 
therein. So the dead which he slew at his death 
were more than they which he slew in his life. 

Old Testament: Judges, xvi, 25-30. 

SAMUEL 

Now there was a certain man of Ramathaim- 
zophim, . . . and his name was Elkanah. . . . 
And he had two wives; the name of the one 
was Hannah, and the name of the other Penin- 
nsh: and Peninnah had children, but Hannah 


had no children. ... He loved Hannah: but 
the Lord had shut up her womb. . . . There¬ 
fore she wept and did not eat. . . . And she 
was in bitterness of soul, and prayed unto the 
Lord and wept sore. And she vowed a vow, and 
said, O Lord of hosts, if thou . . . wilt give 
unto thine handmaid a man child, then I will 
give him unto the Lord all the days of his life, 
and there shall no rasor come upon his head. 

And Elkanah knew Hannah his wife; and 
the Lord remembered her. Wherefore it came 
to pass . . . that she bare a son, and called 
his name Samuel, saying, Because I have 
asked him of the Lord. 

Old Testament: /. Samuel, 1-20. The phrase, 
“No rasor shall come upon his head” is re¬ 
peated in Numbers, vi, 5, referring to any¬ 
one who is keeping a vow, and in Judges, 
xiii, 5, with reference to Samson. The hair of 
the lifelong Nazarite, a person devoted by a 
special vow to Jehovah, might never be cut. 
Samuel ministered before the Lord, being a child, 
girded with a linen ephod. . . . And the child 
Samuel grew before the Lord, . . . and was in 
favour both with the Lord, and also with men. 

Old Testament: I. Samuel, ii, 18, 21, 26. 

And the child Samuel ministered unto the Lord 
before Eli. . . . And it came to pass . . . That 
the Lord called Samuel: and he answered, Here 
am I. And he ran unto Eli, and said, Here am I; 
for thou calledst me. And he said, I called not; 
lie down again. And he went and lay down. . . . 
And the Lord came, and stood, and called as at 
other times, Samuel, Samuel. Then Samuel an¬ 
swered, Speak; for thy servant heareth. . . . 

And Samuel grew, and the Lord was with him, 
and did let none of his words fall to the ground. 
And all Israel from Dan even to Beersheba knew 
that Samuel was established to be a prophet of 
the Lord. 

Old Testament: I. Samuel, iii, 1-20. 

And Samuel judged Israel all the days of his life. 
And he went from year to year in circuit to 
Bethel, and Gilgal, and Mizpeh, and judged 
Israel in all those places. And his return was to 
Ramah; for there was his house; and there he 
judged Israel; and there he built an altar unto 
the Lord. 

Old Testament: I. Samuel, vii, 15-17. 

And Samuel died; and all the Israelites were 
gathered together, and lamented him, and buried 
him in his house at Ramah. 

Old Testament: 1. Samuel, xxv, 1.

God 
asks him if he has observed Job, and it is 
Satan who persuades God to test Job’s good¬ 
ness. See under Job.

Set thou a wicked man over him: and let 
Satan stand at his right hand. 

Old Testament: Psalms, tix, 6. 

And he shewed me Joshua the high priest stand¬ 
ing before the angel of the Lord, and Satan stand¬ 
ing at his right hand to resist him.

When the Pharisees heard it, they said, This 
fellow doth not cast out devils, but by Beelze¬ 
bub the prince of the devils. And Jesus . . . 
said unto them, ... If Satan cast out Satan, 


he is divided against himself; how shall then 
his kingdom stand? 

New Testament: Matthew, xii, 24-26. 

And the scribes which came down from Jeru¬ 
salem said, He hath Beelzebub, and by the prince 
of the devils casteth he out devils. And he called 
them unto him, and said unto them in parables, 
How can Satan cast out Satan? ... If Satan 
rise up against himself, and be divided, he cannot 
stand, but hath an end.

Get thee behind me, Satan: thou art an of¬ 
fence unto me: for thou savourest not the 
things that be of God, but those that be of 
men.

“Vade retro me, satana.” 

Get thee behind me, Satan.

The phrase is not in the Vulgate.

But the spirit of the Lord departed from Saul, 
. . . And Saul’s servants said unto him, Behold 
now, an evil spirit from God troubleth thee. Let 
our lord now command thy servants, which are 
before thee, to seek out a man, who is a cunning 
player on an harp: and it shall come to pass, 
when the evil spirit from God is upon thee, that 
he shall play with his hand, and thou shalt be 
well. 

And Saul said unto his servants, Provide me 
now a man that can play well, and bring him to 
me. Then answered one of the servants, and said, 
Behold I have seen a son of Jesse the Bethle- 
hemite that is cunning in playing. . . . 

Wherefore Saul sent messengers unto Jesse, and 
said, Send me David thy son, which is with the 
sheep. . . . And David came to Saul, and stood 
before him: and he loved him greatly; and he 
became his armourbearer. . . . And it came to 
pass, when the evil spirit from God was upon 
Saul, that David took an harp, and played with 
his hand: so Saul was refreshed, and was well, and 
the evil spirit departed from him.

When Saul enquired of the Lord, the Lord an¬ 
swered him not. . . . Then said Saul unto his 
servants, Seek me a woman that hath a familiar 
spirit, that I may go to her, and enquire of her.

And, at 
Saul's request, the Witch of Endor brings 
Samuel back to earth, who tells Saul, “To 
morrow shalt thou and thy sons be with me.” 
Now the Philistines fought against Israel, . . . 
and slew Jonathan, and Abinadab, and Melchi- 
shua Saul's sons. And the battle went sore against 
Saul, and the archers hit him; and he was sore 
wounded of the archers. Then said Saul unto his 
armourbearer, Draw thy sword and thrust me 
through therewith; lest these uncircumcised come 
and thrust me through, and abuse me. But his 
armourbearer would not; for he was sore afraid. 
Therefore Saul took a sword, and fell upon it. 
. . . So Saul died. 

Old Testament: /. Samuel, xxxi, 1-6. This ac¬ 
count is repeated verbatim in /.

Blessed are the merciful: for they shall obtain 
mercy. 

Blessed are the pure in heart: for they shall 
see God. 

Blessed are the peacemakers: for they shall be 
called the children of God. 

Blessed are they which are persecuted for 
righteousness’ sake: for theirs is the kingdom of 
heaven. 

Blessed are ye, when men shall revile you, and 
persecute you, and shall say all manner of evil 
against you falsely, for my sake. Rejoice, and be 
exceeding glad: for great is your reward in heaven: 
for so persecuted they the prophets which were 
before you. 

6 Ye are the salt of the earth: but if the salt 
have lost his savour, wherewith shall it be salted? 
it is thenceforth good for nothing, but to be cast 
out, and to be trodden undtr foot of men. 

Ye are the light of the world. A city that is set 
on an hill cannot be hid. 

Neither do men light a candle, and put it under 
a bushel, but on a candlestick; and it giveth light 
unto all that are in the house. 

Let your light so shine before men, that they 
may see your good works, and glorify your 
Father which is in heaven. 

7 Think not that I am come to destroy the law, 
or the prophets: I am not come to destroy, but 
to fulfil, For verily I say unto you, Till heaven 
and earth pass, one jot or one tittle shall in no 
wise pass from the law, till all be fulfilled. 

Whosoever therefore shall break one of these 
least commandments, and shall teach men so, he 
shall be called the least in the kingdom of heaven: 
but whosoever shall do and teach them, the same 
shall be called great in the kingdom of heaven. 
For I say unto you, That except your righteous¬ 
ness shall exceed the righteousness of the scribes 
and Pharisees, ye shall in no case enter into the 
kingdom of heaven. 

8 Ye have heard that it was said by them of old 
time, Thou shalt not kill; and whosoever shall 
kill shall be in danger of the judgment: But I say 
unto you. That whosoever is angry with his 
brother without a cause shall be in danger of the 
judgment: and whosoever shall say to his brother, 
Raca, shall be in danger of the council: but who¬ 
soever shall say, Thou fool, shall be in danger of 
hell fire. 

Therefore if thou bring thy gift to the altar, 
and there rememberest that thy brother hath 
ought against thee; Leave there thy gift before 
the altar, and go thy way; first be reconciled to 
thy brother, and then come and offer thy gift. 

9 Agree with thine adversary quickly, whiles thou 
art in the way with him; lest at any time the ad¬ 
versary deliver thee to the judge, and the judge 
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deliver thee to the officer, and thou be cast into 
prison. Verily I say unto thee, Thou shalt by no 
means come out thence, till thou hast paid the 
uttermost farthing. 

1 Ye have heard that it was said by them of old 
time, Thou shalt not commit adultery: But I say 
unto you, That whosoever looketh on a woman 
to lust after her hath committed adultery with 
her already in his heart. 

2 And if thy right eye offend thee, pluck it out, 
and cast it from thee: for it is profitable for thee 
that one of thy members should perish, and not 
that thy whole body should be cast into hell. 

And if thy right hand offend thee, cut it off, 
and cast it from thee: for it is profitable for thee 
that one of thy members should perish, and not 
that thy whole body should be cast into hell. 

3 It hath been said, Whosoever shall put away 
his wife, let him give her a writing of divorce¬ 
ment: But I say unto you, That whosoever shall 
put away his wife, saving for the cause of forni¬ 
cation, causeth her to commit adultery: and who¬ 
soever shall marry her that is divorced committeth 
adultery. 

4 Again, ye have heard that it hath been said 
by them of old time, Thou shalt not forswear 
thyself, but shall perform unto the Lord thine 
oaths: But I say unto you, Swear not at all; 
neither by heaven; for it is God’s throne: Nor by 
the earth; for it is his footstool: neither by Jeru¬ 
salem; for it is the city of the great King. Neither 
shalt thou swear by thy head, because thou canst 
not make one hair white or black. But let your 
communication be, Yea, yea; Nay, nay: for what¬ 
soever is more than these cometh of evil. 

5 Ye have heard that it hath been said, An eye 
for an eye, and a tooth for a tooth: But I say unto 
you, That ye resist not evil: but whosoever shall 
smite thee on thy right cheek, turn to him the 
other also. 

And if any man will sue thee at the law, and 
take away thy coat, let him have thy cloke also. 
And whosoever £hall compel thee to go a mile, 
go with him twain. 

Give to him that asketh thee, and from 
him that would borrow of thee turn not thou 
away. 

6 Ye have heard that it hath been said, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour, and hate thine enemy: 
But I say unto you, Love your enemies, bless them 
that curse you, do good to them that hate you, 
and pray for them which despitefully use you, 
and persecute you; That ye may be the children 
of your Father which is in heaven: for he maketh 
his sun to rise on the evil and on the good, and 
sendeth rain on the just and on the unjust. 

For if ye love them which love you, what re¬ 
ward have ye? do not even the publicans the 
same? And if ye salute your brethren only, what 
do ye more than others? do not even the pub¬ 
licans so? Be ye therefore perfect, even as your 
Father which is in heaven is perfect. 

New Testament: Matthew, v, 1-48. The only 
use of ‘‘jot” and of “Raca,” a transliteration 
from the Greek, pa.K& t a Hebrew word mean¬ 
ing a worthless or wicked man. “Tittle” oc¬ 
curs again in the same context in Luke, xvi, 
17. 


7 Take heed that ye do not your alms before 
men, to be seen of them: otherwise ye have no 
reward of your Father which is in heaven. There¬ 
fore when thou doest thine alms, do not sound 
a trumpet before thee, as the hypocrites do in the 
synagogues and in the streets, that they may have 
glory of men. Verily I say unto you, They 
have their reward. But when thou doest alms, let 
not thy left hand know what thy right hand do- 
eth: That thine alms may be in secret: and thy 
Father which seeth in secret himself shall reward 
thee openly. 

8 And when thou prayest, thou shalt not be as 
the hypocrites are: for they love to pray standing 
in the synagogues and in the corners of the streets, 
that they may be seen of men. Verily I say unto 
you, They have their reward. But thou, when 
thou prayest, enter into thy closet, and when thou 
hast shut thy door, pray to thy Father which is 
in secret; and thy Father which seeth in secret 
shall reward thee openly. 

But when ye pray, use not vain repetitions, as 
the heathen do: for they think that they shall be 
heard for their much speaking. Be not ye there¬ 
fore like unto them: for your Father knoweth 
what things ye have need of, before ye ask him. 
After this manner therefore pray ye: 

Our Father which art in heaven, Hallowed be 
thy name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done 
in earth, as it is in heaven. 

Give us this day our daily bread, And forgive 
us our debts, as we forgive our debtors. And lead 
us not into temptation, but deliver us from evil: 
For thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, for ever. Amen. 

For if ye forgive men their trespasses, your 
heavenly Father will also forgive you: But if yc 
forgive not men their trespasses, neither will your 
Father forgive your trespasses. 

9 Moreover when ye fast, be not, as the hypo¬ 
crites, of a sad countenance: for they disfigure 
their faces, that they may appear unto men to 
fast. Verily I say unto you, They have their re¬ 
ward. But thou, when thou fastest, anoint thine 
head, and wash thy face; That thou appear not 
unto men to fast, but unto thy Father which is 
in secret: and thy Father, which seeth in secret, 
shall reward thee openly. 

10 Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon earth 
where moth and rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves break through and steal: But lay up for 
yourselves treasures in heaven, where neither 
moth nor rust doth corrupt, and where thieves 
do not break through nor steal: for where your 
treasure is, there will your heart be also. 

The light of the body is the eye: if therefore 
thine eye be single, thy whole body shall be full 
of light. But if thine eye be evil, thy whole body 
shall be full of darkness. If therefore the light 
that is in thee be darkness, how great is that 
darkness! 

11 No man can serve two masters: for either he 
will hate the one, and love the other; or else he 
will hold to the one, and despise the other. Yc 
cannot serve God and mammon. 

Therefore I say unto you, Take no thought for 
your life, what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink; nor yet for your body, what ye shall put 
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on. Is not the life more than meat, and the body 
than raiment ? 

Behold the fowls of the air: for they sow not, 
neither do they reap, nor gather into barns; yet 
your heavenly Father ieedeth them. Are ye not 
much better than they? 

Which of you by taking thought can add one 
cubit unto his stature? 

And why take ye thought for raiment? Con¬ 
sider the lilies of the held, how they grow; they 
toil not, neither do they spin: And yet I say unto 
you, That even Solomon in all his glory was not 
arrayed like one of these. 

Wherefore, if God so clothe the grass of the 
field, which to day is, and to morrow is cast into 
the oven, shall he not much more clothe you, O 
ye of little faith? 

Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall 
we eat? or, What shall we drink? or, Where¬ 
withal shall we be clothed? (For after all these 
things do the Gentiles seek:) for your heavenly 
Father knoweth that ye have need of all these 
things. But seek ye first the kingdom of God, and 
his righteousness; and all these things shall be 
added unto you. 

Take therefore no thought for the morrow: for 
the morrow shall take thought for the things of 
itself. Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof. 

New Testament: Matthew, vi, 1-34. The only 
use of “repetitions,” “disfigure/’ and “where¬ 
withal.” “Single” is repeated in the same 
context in Luke, xi, 34. “Mammon” is used 
also in Luke, xvi, 9, 11, and 13. It is a Semit¬ 
ic word of doubtful derivation, not found in 
Old Testament Hebrew, but used in the 
Aramaic Tar gums as the equivalent of He¬ 
brew terms for “gain” or “wealth.” It is a 
transliteration of the Greek M afifiwvas, said 
to be the name of the Syrian god of riches, 
and so personified by Milton, Paradise 
Lost, bk. i, 1, 679. 

1 Judge not, that ye be not judged. For with what 
judgment ye judge, ye shall be judged: and with 
what measure ye mete, it shall be measured to you 
again. 

And why beholdest thou the mote that is in 
thy brother’s eye, but considerest not the beam 
that is in thine own eye? Or how wilt thou say 
to thy brother, Let me pull out the mote out of 
thine eye; and, behold, a beam is in thine own 
eye? Thou hypocrite, first cast out the beam 
out of thine own eye; and then shalt thou see 
clearly to cast out the mote out of thy brother’s 
eye. 

2 Give not that which is holy unto the dogs, 
neither cast ye your pearls before swine, Jest they 
trample them under their feet, and turn again 
and rend you. 

3 Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, and ye 
shall find; knock, and it shall be opened unto 
you: For every one that asketh receiveth; and 
he that seeketh findeth; and to him that knock- 
eth it shall be opened. 

4 Or what man is there of you, whom if his son 
ask bread, will he give him a stone? Or if he ask 
a fish, will he give him a serpent? If ye then, 
being evil, know how to give good gifts unto your 
children, how much more shall your Father which 


is in heaven give good things to them that ask 
him ? 

5 Therefore all things whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye even so to them: 
for this is the law and the prophets. 

6 Enter ye in at the strait gate: for wide is the 
gate, and broad is the way, that leadeth to de¬ 
struction, and many there be which go in thereat: 
Because strait is the gate, and narrow is the way, 
which leadeth unto life, and few there be that 
find it. 

7 Beware of false prophets, which come to you 
in sheep’s clothing, but inwardly they are raven¬ 
ing wolves. Ye shall know them by their fruits. 
Do men gather grapes of thorns, or figs of 
thistles ? 

Even so every good tree bringeth forth good 
fruit; but a corrupt tree bringeth forth evil fruit. 
A good tree cannot bring forth evil fruit, neither 
can a corrupt tree bring forth good fruit. Every 
tree that bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn 
down and cast into the fire. Wherefore by their 
fruits ye shall know them. 

8 Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, 
shall enter into the kingdom of heaven; but he 
that doeth the will of my Father which is in 
heaven. Many will say to me in that day, Lord, 
Lord, have we not prophesied in thy name? and 
in thy name have cast out devils? and in thy 
name done many wonderful works? And then 
will I profess unto them, I never knew you: de¬ 
part from me, ye that work iniquity. 

9 Therefore whosoever heareth these sayings of 
mine, and doeth them, I will liken him unto a 
wise man, which built his house upon a rock: 
And the rain descended, and the floods came, and 
the winds blew, and beat upon that house; and it 
fell not: for it was founded upon a rock. 

And every one that heareth these sayings of 
mine, and doeth them not, shall be likened unto 
a foolish man, which built his house upon the 
sand: And the rain descended, and the floods 
came, and the winds blew, and beat upon that 
house; and it fell: and great was the fall of it. 

And it came to pass, when Jesus had ended 
these sayings, the people were astonished at his 
doctrine: For he taught them as one having au¬ 
thority, and not as the scribes. 

New Testament: Matthew, vii, 1-29. The only 
use of “thereat” and “sheep’s clothing.” 
“Mote” ( q.v .) used in same context in Luke, 
vi, 41-42 ; and “ravening” in Luke, xi, 39. 
Neither Mark nor John refers to the Sermon 
on the Mount, but Luke (vi, 20-49) gives a 
shorter version as being delivered “in the 
plain,” just after Jesus had chosen the twelve 
apostles. The probability is that Jesus de¬ 
livered the sermon a number of times in 
various forms, adding to it as the occasion 
might indicate, and that Luke’s version is as 
it was actually delivered “in the plain,” while 
Matthew (or, rather, his authority) collected 
the sayings which were uttered at different 
times and combined them into his version of 
the Sermon. This is evident from the fact that 
Luke gives many of these sayings in various 
contexts. See Dummelow, Commentary, p. 
636; Hastings, Dictionary of Bible, p. 592.

SERPENT 

1 

Now the serpent was more subtil than any 
beast of the field. 

Old Testament: Genesis, iii, 1. For full quota¬ 
tion see under Eden. 

And the Lord God said unto the woman, What 
is this that thou hast done? And the woman said, 
The serpent beguiled me, and I did eat. And the 
Lord God said unto the serpent, Because thou 
hast done this, thou art cursed above all cattle, 
and above every beast of the field; upon thy belly 
shalt thou go, and dust shalt thou eat all the days 
of thy life.

And as Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilder¬ 
ness, even so must the Son of man be lifted up: 
That whosoever believeth in him should not per¬ 
ish, but have eternal life.

His hand hath formed the crooked serpent. 

Old Testament: Job, xxvi, 13. 

Out of the serpent's root shall come forth a cock¬ 
atrice, and his fruit shall be a fiery flying serpent.

In Gibeon the Lord appeared to Solomon in a 
dream by night: and God said, Ask what I shall 
give thee. And Solomon said, . . . Give thy 


servant an understanding heart to judge thy 
people, that I may discern between good and 
bad. . . .

And God said, . . . Behold, I have done accord¬ 
ing to thy words: . . . And I have also given 
thee that which thou hast not asked, both riches, 
and honour: so that there shall not be any among 
the kings like unto thee all thy days. . . .

Now therefore command 
thou that they hew me cedar trees out of Leb¬ 
anon. . . . And the house which king Solomon 
built for the Lord, the length thereof was three¬ 
score cubits, and the breadth thereof twenty 
cubits, and the height thereof thirty cubits. . . . 
And the house was built of stone made ready be¬ 
fore it was brought thither: so that there was 
neither hammer nor axe nor any tool of iron 
heard in the house, while it was in building. . . . 
So he built the house, and finished it; and covered 
the house with beams and boards of cedar. . . . 
And the cedar of the house within was carved 
with knops and open flowers: all was cedar; there 
was no stone seen. 

Old Testament: I. Kings, v, 2-17; vi, 2-18; II, 
Chronicles, ii-iii. A cubit was about eighteen 
inches. A “knop” was an egg-shaped orna¬ 
ment.

This is the beginning of the famous story of 
Susanna and the elders, which has been the 
theme of so many paintings, and which has 
also been called the first detective story, be¬ 
cause of the artifice used by Daniel, the seg¬ 
regation of witnesses, to prove the elders were 
lying, when they told her husband of seeing 
her in the garden with a young man who 
“came unto her and lay with her.” 

Then the assembly believed them, ... so they 
condemned her to death. . . . When she was led 
to be put to death, the Lord raised up the holy 
spirit of a young youth, whose name was Daniel: 
Who cried, . . . Are ye such fools, ye sons of 
Israel, that without examination or knowledge 
of the truth ye have condemned a daughter of 
Israel? . . . 

Put these two aside one far from another, and 
I will examine them. So when they were put 
asunder one from another, he called one of them, 
and said unto him, . . . Now then, if thou hast 
seen her, tell me, Under what tree sawest thou 
them companying together? Who answered, 
Under a mastick tree. ... So he put him aside, 
and commanded to bring the other, and said unto 
him, . . . Under what tree didst thou take them 
companying together? Who answered, Under an 
holm tree. . . . 

With that all the assembly . . . arose against 
the two elders, for Daniel had convicted them of 
false witness by their own mouth, . . . and they 
put them to death. . . . From that day forth was 
Daniel had in great reputation in the sight of the 
people. 

0. T. Apocrypha: History of Susanna, 41-64. 
The story of Susanna is “set apart from the 
beginning of Daniel,” because it is not in the 
Hebrew. It is, however, included in the Vul¬ 
gate as chapter xiii.

Tophet is ordained of old: . . . the pile thereof 
is fire and much wood; the breath of the Lord, 
like a stream of brimstone, doth kindle it.

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SUGGESTIONS FOR THE USE OF THE INDEX 


Without exception, every quotation in this book is indexed by at least one key word, and not 
only the page upon which it appears is indicated, but also its position on the page. The first 
entry in the index is “Aaron and Hur stayed up his hands, 306:2,” indicating the second 
quotation on page 306. 

If a quotation has two key words, it is indexed under both of them, and may be found under 
whichever word occurs to the reader. For example, “Evil communications corrupt good man¬ 
ners” is indexed under both “Communications” and “Manners.” All unusual words by which 
a quotation might be remembered are also indexed, as well as all proper names. Therefore, it is 
not necessary to remember a quotation exactly, in order to find it, but only to remember 
one of its important words. 

If even that much is not remembered, but only in a general way what the quotation is about, 
it should be searched for in the text under the appropriate heading. If it has something to do 
with age, look under “Age”; if it has something to do with a child, childhood, or children, look 
under those headings. And of course if the reader merely wishes to know what the Bible has 
to say about adultery, charity, pride or anything else, he has only to look under the heading 
covering the subject. 

All quotations are arranged alphabetically by subject, starting with “Aaron” and ending with 
“Zion.” Under each subject the quotations are arranged by books in the order in which they 
appear in the Bible, starting with Genesis and ending with Revelation , except that cognate 
quotations are grouped together under a single number. An understanding of this arrangement, 
which is followed throughout the book, will greatly facilitate the search for any quotation. 

Indexers differ about some of the niceties of alphabetical arrangement, the principal con¬ 
troversy being between those who insist on indexing straight through alphabetically, and those 
who prefer to index by the first word—that is, to group together all quotations beginning with 
the same word. In the opinion of the present compiler the latter system is by far the better, 
because it makes the entry much easier to find, and it has been followed throughout. That it 
is easier anyone can quickly prove for himself. Here, for example, in the first column is the 
arrangement as given in the index of this book, and in the second column the arrangement 
according to strict alphabeting:

English spelling is used throughout, as in the text. Where the Bible spelling is peculiar or 
archaic it is followed, but a cross reference calls attention to it, thus: “Cloak, see Cloke.” 

Although all entries are necessarily brief, an effort has been made to give enough of the 
context to make them readily identifiable. Nevertheless it is urged, if the desired quotation is 
not found under one key word, that the reader look for it under another, and as a last resort 
search for it in the text. The editor will be grateful to be told of any entry missing from the 
index, or of any quotation not to be found in the text, also of course to have his attention 
called to any errors, in order that such additions and corrections may be included in a later 
edition.
